The “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


DURING the last few days some members of the League of British 


Jews (including eight of the ten who signed the notorious letter to the 
Morning Post) have made themselves responsible for the advertising of 
certain malicious suggestions concerning this journal. These gentlemen 
have, of course, been careful not to embody the suggestions into definite 
statements; but the implications intended are as indubitable as they are 


‘absurd, and are as well to be understood as is the purpose intended to 


be subserved by them. One of them is that the JEWISH CHRONICLE is 
not politically British in feeling, because the company by which it is 
owned has upon its list of shareholders the names of some who 
are of foreign nationality. Curiously enongh, an identical allega- 
tion was recently brought against the leading English newspaper, the 
Times, by some persons who were jealous of its position and influence; 
and in both cases it arose as much from ignorance as from malice. 
Because properly constitute@mewspapers derive their policy not from 
shareholders, but from those to whom for the time being their editorial 
conduct is entrusted. Then it is hinted that the JewisH CHRONICLE 
is not independent, but is the creature of a world-wide organisation, 
because we give to the cause which that organisation promotes the most 

artfelt support in deference to what we have no manner of doubt are 
tre best and highest interests of the Jewish people. The insinuation that 
we are, in any such sense as bas been made, bound to any organisa- 
tion, or that we are not as a newspaper absolutely independent, is as 
baseless as is another falsehood which these people have also been sug- 
gesting. It is absolutely untrue that the JEWisH CHRONICLE has in any 
shape or form shown sympathy with or rendered the remotest support to 
Bolshevism. These attacks, we need scarcely say, are not likely in the 
least to hurt the JEwisH CHRONICLE, which reles upon a public far 
too intelligent to be guiled by stories that would be laughed at if retailed 
to a bunch of country bumpkins. From that point of view the action of 
these people is, we know, but a modern illustration of the old fable of the 
serpent and the file. We are infinitely more concerned, however, with 
the effect that is likely to result from this slandering of Jews by 
Jews among non-Jews, and the comfort and encouragement it is 
bound to yield to the enemies of our people. This playing of the anti- 
Semite’s game is no new phenomenon in. Jewish history. We Jews 
have suffered from it probably more than from any other cause; and, 
having regard to the inevitable degradation of our faith which must ensue 
from it, Jews have instinctively denominated it Chilul Hashem. It is 
distressing to find such conduct repeated, apparently as a cold and 
calculated policy, here and now. We can only hope that, with these 
men, wiser counsels will soon prevail. We hope, too, that the Community 
which is being so sorely tried by the public behaviour of the small section 
which these gentlemen represent, will bear with them with patience and 
forbearance. In the end we doubt not they will come to see the error of 
their ways, May it be before Anglo-Jewry is seriously damaged by the 
resultant evil of them |

The Syrian 


WE are not called upon, in this journal, to deal with general questiong | 
of international politics, except in so far as they concern Jewish interests. — 


It is not within our province, therefore, to comment on the triangular 


dispute on the subject of Syria, which figures so prominently in the Press, - 


Upon that matter, we may say, broadly, that it is not only in the 
interests of Britain and France, but in those of the whole world 
that Anglo-French friendship should remain of the staunchest, and 
that nothing should be done in any quarter that 
the slightest shadow across it. We hope, therefore, that an 
settlement will be found which will satisfy French interests 
violence to those of the Arab population. Such a settlement is surely not 
beyond the power of capable statesmanship. We are, however, very 
directly concerned in the future of Palestine, and in this respect can speak 
with perfect freedom. It is said by some people that a strong desire 
exists among natives for the union of Palestine with Syria under some 
Power other than Britain. There is, in our view, no justification for 


amicable 


such a union, and we have seen no arguments advanced that could by any > 


possibility be regarded as convincing. Nor can there be any 
question as to who should be the mandatory power in Palestine. By 
past agreement, by ber record, by the sympathies of the inhabitants 
of the country, and by decisive considerations of the security 
of the British Empire, the mandate for Palestine should be given to Great 
Britain and to Great Britain alone. So far as Jews are concerned, 
their feelings have never been in any donbt. They kuow that under a 
British mandate the country would enjoy its best chance of becoming the 
Land of Israel for the People Israel, and at the same time of becoming 
a prosperous country. The British Declaration, re-affirmed only recently, 
is an earnest of this country’s intention to aid Jewish national 
strivings in respect to Palestine. As is usually the case in world politics, 
true British interests are true Jewish interests—for the highest ideals of 
both are justice and peace. 


Minority Protection. 


We observe, with regret, that some of the smaller Powers aré 
adopting an irreconcilable attitude on the subject of the provisions fos 
the protection of minorities which are being inserted in the Peace 
Treaties. Poland protested, but signed. Rumania and Jugo Slavia pro- 
tested —and have refused to append their signatures. Czecho-Slovakia has 
apparently signed, and it is to be hoped that the other new Republics 
which are arising out of the International welter will have the wisdom to dg 
likewise. Im some cases, the provisions are unhappily indispensable— 
let anyone who doubts it reflect on the Rumanian record since 1878, of 
read the shocking reports which we publish this week concerning thé 
pogroms at Viloa and elsewhere. In other cases they are a necessary 
precaution, inevitable in face of the inter-racial enmities raging in 
Eastern Europe. Jews are, of course, not the only peop'e whom it is 
sought to protect by these clauses, 
among the Powers’ protégés. But, after all, it rests with these 
countries themselves so to act as to reduce the provisions complained of 
to an unnecessary addendum, which statesmen later on may feel it quite 
safe to expunge altogether from the Treaties. Ali they need do jis to take 
the protection of minorities resolutely into their own hands; make it 
what it is—a national interest; and so conduct themselves as to give it 
the appearance of being their own special obligation rather than the 
concern of external authorities. A wise and enlightened policy of this kind 
would practically obliterate any sense of subserviency; and, continued 
over a period of years, ultimately render the protection clauses a superfluity. 
We very much hope that the recalcitrant States will reconsider their 
position in the hight of some such practical considerations. At the moment, 
however, the Peace Conference bas no course but toinsist upon compliance, 


The Polish Pogroms. 


We commend to the public attention the report on the Vilna pogrom 
which has been made by the delegates of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, and which we print in full elsewhere in this issue. The report 
follows upon the official complaint bythe Jewish Communityof Vilna, which 
document we priuted in our columns some weeks ago. Like the earlier 
account, it is detailed, moderate, and, we are bound to add, 
convincing. It contains the evidence of responsible ci'izens, and 


it .can no more be contested than can the evidence of our 
own eyes that the sun and the sea exist. We ask the cynical 
sceptics who have thrown doubt upon the authenticity of the pogrom 
reports, and callously, in deference to party political obligations, still 
counsel Jews in England to holda watching brief on the whole subject, ta 
read these documents, and to say—if honest men they be—whether they 
can any longer deny these distressing and shameful occurrences. Surely it 
is carrying the practice of make-believe to inordinate and ridiculous 


‘lengths to endeavour to explain away this accumulated testimony. 


It is more; it is an offence against common sense, and a provoca- 
tion to every reasonable man, It will be noticed that the report con- 
firms not only the statements made regarding the Vilna atrocities, 
It also bears out the accounts given of outrages in other towns, 
and not the least scandalous feature it reveals is the fact that the Vilna 
massacre took place not amid the anarchy of a fight within the city 
bounds, but after the fighting—which was not severe and was confined 
to a fairly limited area, and involved no injury to non combatants—had 
died down. In general, the report exhibits the Jews of Poland as an 
outcast or helot Community, trembling under a prolonged terror. Its 
revelations would disgrace a race of Hottentots. Asa description of 
conditions existing in a Siate which claims to be modern and progressive, 
they pass all understanding, and are merely a subject for tears. In 
publishing this report, we have no desire to revive what we fain hope 
are waning animosities. But we are concerned for the disclosure of the 
truth; for it is only in that way that we can hope to prevent such horrors 
in future. We can only hope that, as the new Polish State gathers 
strength and takes its piace in the family of nations, such tragedies will 
cease to be,

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A Protest Against Pogroms. 


Tue “ Appeal to Humanity " published by eminent writers, pastors, 
scientists, deputies, senators, etc., in France, is a document as timely as 
it is noble. It is addressed “in the name of the human conscience, in 
the name of the moral responsibility of every man towards his fellow 
men,” to all the peoples of the world, and is a moving protest against the 
terror which has become the daily portion of the Jews of Eastern 
Europe. Our coreligionists, it says, have become “the innocent and 
pitiful victims of the national, political, and social struggles. The rival 
ambitions of the peoples, governments and parties, the whole 
bloody madness of civil wars are now satiating themselves with criminal 


cruelty upon the unfortunate Jewish minority. The pogroms of the | 


Tsarism and the massacres of Kisbineff themselves have been surpassed 
by the recent atrocities.” This explains with the simple directness 
characteristic of the French nation the true inwardness of the Eastern 
European situation. 
on this side of the Channel, who have thought to get rid of a repellent 
tact by the simple process of denying it, these distinguished Frenchmen 
set down the truth in plain language—and distressing, indeed, is 
the catalogue of horrors, incredible as the aftermath of a war fought 
for the freeing of mankind. In Bessarabia, in Eastern Galicia, in 
the Ukraine, where “tens of thousands of victims have perished,” the 
suffering and the sacrifice have been on an appalling scale, and in the 
latter vast territory, with its great Jewish population, “the pogroms still 
continue, and threaten the Jews with complete extermination.” Such 
crimes, say these outspoken champions of civilisation, “ dishonour not 
only the peoples that commit them”"-—and, we would add, those 
who palliate them—“ but outrage the human reason and conscience.” 
They urge that committees should be organised for prompt and 
vigorous action against the oppressors, and the rousing of public 
opinion. Of equal efficacy, perhaps—and we say it in no spirit of 
mere vindictiveness, but out of a desire to dam the stream of blood 
—is the announced intention of the Ukrainian Government to execute 
those who join in massacres of Jews, and to render aid to the victims of 
these atrocities. As the signatories of the Appeal truly say, “itis upon the 
free nations and responsible Governments that. the duty devolves of 
putting an end to this monstrous violation of the rights of man."" Until 
they realise their elementary obligations to protect life and honour, they 
can whistle for the return of Order and Peace to the world. Meanwhile, 
every Jew, and every right-thinkiog man, will warmly thank these eminent 


leaders of French thought for the high-minded and courageous step they 
have taken. 


Russian Jews and the Ukraine. 


Dr. MARK VISHNITZER, the eminent historian and Secretary of 
the Ukrainian Diplomatic Mission now in London, gives the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE a very interesting interview this week, which throws a good 
deal of light on the situation of the three-and-a-half million Jews in the 


young Kepublic that he represents. He confirms, unhappily, the terrible 
reports of pogroms in the Ukraine, though the steps which he shows the 
Government of that country to be taking indicate the truth of what 
has all along been. contended—that the outrages are the product 
of the prevalent disorders and carried out in defiance of the 
authorities. Upon that point we must repeat what we have more 
than once said, that there can be no hope of lasting peace until the 
Conference in Paris makes up its mind as to the feature status of the 
Ukraine. We get entangled in the bafiimg maze of Russian conditions, 
bowever, when we try to follow Dr. VISHNITZER in his fartber remarks. 
In the interview which he gave us last week, Dr. PAZMANIK expressed 
the belief that the only hope tor Russia lay in the success of the 
armies of DENIKIN and KOLTCHAK, and mentioned that the Jews of the 
Ukraine had welcomed DENIKIN asa saviour. Dr. VISHNITZER; on the 
other hand, now ridicules the idea that the Jews have anything to hope for 
from the success of these leaders. He warns us that their triumph 
would be the signal for the worst forms of reaction. As for the welcome 
given to DENIKIN by the Jews, all he will admit is that the Jewish 
inhabitants experienced a natural feeling of relief at the fact that a 


disciplined army had driven out a marauding rabble; but as for their 


accepting DENIKIN as a permanent raoler, he sconts. the suggestion. 
Between these two undoubted authorities, we do not presume to decide, 
although we may reiterate what we said last week as to the reactionary 
elements among the adberents of KoLTCHAK and DENIKIN.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


By Mentor. 


IR STUART SAMUEL, I presume, is now well on his way to 
Poland if he has not already arrived in that centre of intrigue 
and disruption—and pogrom. It is significant and not altogether 
reassuring to find the Warsaw correspondent of the Morning 

Post promising to Sir Stuart and his colleague a cordial reception with 

every facility for investigation. That is, to be sure, the correct and 

proper attitude for Poland in present circumstances to adopt, and is 
doubtless meant to encourage the belief that the country and its Govern- 
ment have nothing to fear from the examination of the British Committee. 


But “it was surely not for nothing that the raven was just now 
croaking on my left hand.” And itis hardly possible to refrain from 


. mentally placing beside the Morning Post Warsaw Correspondent's 


welcome to Sir Stuart Samuel the virulent attack upon the ex- Member 
for Whitechapel, which appeared a few days previously in the editorial 
columns of that journal. The feeling is inevitable that the suave bland- 
ness of Warsaw is but the bitter bostility of London in another and 
much more insidious form; so that poor Sic Stuart, having been noisily 
bludgeoned on his departure from England, is to be quietly doped when 
he arrives in Poland. The tactics are neither iugenious nor original, 
and their being thus advertised should put an even much less shrewd 
man than Sir Stuart on his very careful guard. 


The attack which speeded the parting Commissioner was, however, 
pivotal—em ploying the word inits conventional official sense. Foritindicated 
an intimate connection between certain men and certain things. Sir Stuart 
has all along held himseif aloof from, aud,as is his wont, has heartily cha ffed 
the Leaguers’ silly heresies and obfuscations ; he bas set his face against 
the reckless moral, social, and religions extravagances associated with 
that communal abnormality, the Euglishman of the Jewish Persuasion, and 
has preferred the “ herbs and simples” of the traditional British Jew. This 
has made bim not beloved. It has brought him noend of contumely from 
people who profess a care for the prestige aud well-being of Anglo- Jewry, 
notwithstanding Sir Stuart's position as leader thereof, the presidency of 
the Deputies, indeed, according to him, the place of its virtual lay 
head. It is strange that just Sir Stuart was brought to be a 
victim of the Morning Post's peculiar methods of denunciation, that it was 
just he who was pilloried, as a negro, if not’ black sheep. Wonderful is 
the knowledge of this non-Jewish journal of the nuances of Brito- Jewish 
affairs—wonderful until it is realised, how it is served and inspired by 
Jews who ought to know better and cannot do worse than fill the unclean 
part of “ agents” to a bitterly anti-Semitic organ. | 


“All British and All Jewish.”’ 


More than once the present writer has, in this column, given examples 
of “ overdoing it” by Jews, the fault being one of the prevailing weak- 
nesses of our people. Two instances of this characteristic quality 
recently came under my notice. In one case a limited company sent out 
circulars broadcast appealing for patronage by Jews of their products, and 
made a poiut of announcing the fact that every.member of the company 
was—and of necessity—British. This, of course, was done in grder to play 
up to the snobbery of certain Jews, which they vainly imagine is loyalty. 
But equally, of course, the circulars came to Jews, who, either themselves 
or their parents, were born abroad. Needless to say the appeal was 
bitterly resented. As one recipient put it: “ If * foreigners '—becatse 
they are ‘foreigners’—are not good enough for its (something) shares, 


they are not good enough for its goods!’"" The company had manifestly 
overdone it.” 


The other instance was that of a purveyor of reputedly kasher 
food, who appealed by advertisement to his possible custemers and bad 
the ineptitude to proclaim his business, “all Jewish and all British.” I 
wonder what a true Britisher would say of the malapertness of thus claiming 
what is entirely Britisb as Jewish. I think I know what a true Jew ought to 
say of the Jew who regards what is completely Jewish as British. It 
was but another case of ‘overdoing it "—and this time vulgarly, to boot. 


Weizmann and George. 


There can be no doubt that the popularity of Mr. Lloyd George has 
of late run down the barometer of public estimation with something of a 
rush, and that he to-day stands somewhere below freezing point in the 
people's regard. But 1 never realised the extent of bis débdcle from the 
enthusiastic adulation upon which he floated into the Premiership, till a 
few days ago. The week before last I ventured to compare the leader of 
the Zionist Movement to the Prime Minister, and the number o! protests 
I have received for my venturing to draw similitude between Dr. Weizmann 
and the head of the present Government has astonished me. 


One and all resent my claiming any likeness abont the men, and 
protest against what they deem to be the ‘necessary implications, 
which my correspondents hold to be gravely to the discredit of Dr. 
Weizmann. I am no lover, politically, of Mr. Lloyd George, and never 
have been; but, so far as I can judge Dr. Weizmann, by his record 
of fine work for the Jewish people, he claims from me considerable 
admiration. It was not, however, in a political sense that I thought of 
the two men in conjunction, so much as in a personal one. I am, indeed, 
sorry to think that what I intended as— and what in fact was—a compli- 
ment to him, should strike those devoted to Dr. Weizmann as the reverse ; 
but Iam sure it is because those who have complained have an altogether 
exaggerated notion of the Prime Minister's shortcomings, of his fatuous 
incapacity, aod of the political iniquities of which he is guilty. It is, 
however, something to make the gods smile —comparison between the 
leader of the Zionist Movement, a man who but yesterday was a bard- 
working student, with the Prime Minister of England held to be an insult 
—to the one with whom the latter was compared! No wonder the outlook 
for the country is ominous, especially when we. recollect the Turkish 

Proverb<about fish first, going rotten in.its. head. 


‘The Community’s “ Fat Boy.”’ 


Major Laurie Magnus appears anxious to play the rél® 
of the Fat Boy to the Commanity. Awhile ago he was endeavour 
ing to make old ladies’ flesh creep by picturing to them the horrors. of 
Zionism. “ Yes, my dear, J don’t want to be sent to Palestine to be with 
Jews—nothing but Jews, think of it!—all my life!" “ You are quite 
right and the impertinence of a lot of foreign Jews coming and dictating 
to us English, who you know are quite English, whatever anyone may say, 
though we do belong to some Jewish things.” ‘Precisely my dear, it is 
really too dreadful. But I have sent my shilling to the League so I 
expect / shall be all right; and I should strong y advise you to do the 
same!” 

Anon it was the Bolshevist scare. Everyone who did not agree with 
him—or against whom he nourished some grievance—and who did not 
worship and fawn upon “ darling Claude’ was in the Fat Boy’s eyes a 
Bolshevist, who excused murder and gloated in assassination, who loved 
Revolution and battened on disloyalty. The “ stunt” took on, thanks to 
connections, family and journalistic, with the Baronetage and the 
Morning Post. Old women, of both sexes, were made to feel the 
terrors of nightmase in their waking hours, to such an extent that ten 
of them wrote a letter which was meant to be a good hard hit, and which 
I can imagine the Fat Boy promptly delivering to the Strand Haman, 
and calling him Mordecai in his hilarious excitement, thongh I expect 
that, in fact, it reached its destination by much more conventional means, 


‘Leonard L’”’ as St. George. 


But in his latest essay the Fat Boy has excelled himself, and 
succeeded in being ‘more ridiculous than ever. For—and I should be 


_ surprised if is not the Fat Boy's handiwork—he tried, a few day’s ago, to 


make our flesh creep by piling on the agony concerning the announcement 
of Mr. Leonard L. Cohen's intended resignation from the Presidency 
of the Board of Guardians, which is due next year. He spoke of it, as if 
it were some foreseen disaster, as am impending loss, which had be-n 
warded off by the world-struggle of more than four years; and the 
postponement of which is to be accounted as one of the good things 
brought out of the evil of War (as the unctuous have it)—a compensation 
I suppose, for the murderous slanghter and the ruinous waste which has 
killed off the yonth and sapped the very life-blood of I know not how many 
Peoples for some fifty months. Bat the war, alas! has ended, and the 
doom of Mr. Cohen's resignation has, we are now told, to be faced. So 
that even now, soin terrifying whisper says the Fat Boy, “ we seem to 
feel” a.“ sense of imminent grief "’—don’t you feel your tlesh creep ?— 
“ as tf St. George were to cease to stand for England.” 


Italics are irresistible in the case of such a statement, and the 
resources of no type-foundry in the country would be equal to setting up, 
as it should be, the further declaration which apparently is madein sober 
earnest: “‘A Cohen for the Board of Guardians!’ has been an Anglo- 
Jewish rallying-cry since the foundation of the institution sixty vears 
ago ....” Comment upon such fulsome gash is truly a superfluity,

cry"? 
offences he has committed, twenty years of good work for the Board 
to his credit, while the family has subscribed not illiberally, both in time 
and money, to the upkeep of the institution. But this is only the

The Untrained Wontan.

Sir,—-The holiday season is drawing to a close, and I fear many of our 
girls will be returning home without any definite prospect of occupation. 

They came forward in their hundreds during the anxious years of War, and 
a fine recorc of service, bravely and unselfishly performed, stands to their 
credit. Many of them neither demanded nor desired remuneration for their 
devoted labours, but others equally patriotic, were unable to give their time 
without payment, and entered government offices. 

This class of worker will now meet with difficulty in finding work. Because 
so many of them laCKed experience, they do not realise how artificial were the 
conditions under which they worked, and how remote is the chance that they 
will succeed in getting similar employment now. Previous training was not 
demanded of them, and most of the work they had to do has not fitted them 
for an ordinary office. Thousands of women are being turned off: salaries 
are bound to come down, and it is imperative our girls should realise that the 


- wisest thing they can dois to enter immediately on a definite course of training, 


and thus qualify for assured positions. 

The Union of Jewish Women is prepared to advance funds for training, 
loans being granted free of interest ; and if advice or information are needed 
the would-be worker and her parents will find that fall details, both as regards 
training and prospects, are to be obtained at the office, on application to the 
Secretary. - 

The openings for women are numerous; yet only those connected with 
our Communal Institutions know bow difficult it is to fill the most responsible 
posts with the women of our faith. 

If parents realise the urgency of the situation, and if they expect their 
daughters to command the high salaries given during the war, they should 
hasten to take the necessary steps, now that all the Courses are about to 


commence,

IN EASTERN EUROPE. 


THE POGROMS. 
AN APPEAL TO THE WORLD. 


A PROTEST FROM FRANCE. 


The names of Mr. Anatole France and Mr, Albert Thomas appear amor, 
the signatories of an appeal “to the peoples of the world” on behalf of the 
Jewish minorities in Eastern Europe, upon whom it is asserted “the riya! 
ambitions of the peop'es, Governments, and parties, the whole bloody madness 
of civil wars are now satiating themselves with criminal cruelty.” The appeal 
states that the days of the most terrible inquisition bave returned, for the 
massacres are accompanied by the most cruel tortures and the most agonising 
physical and moral torments. At Proskurofi thousands of Jews have been 
massacred; at Filtschtin, Zhitomir, Balta, Umane, Habidievka, Bobry (Jewish 
agricultural colony), Lininem, Kameneiz-Podolsk, Kentaigorod, Trostime::, 
etc., the number of victims has been enormous. 

In the Ukraine the pogroms are still continuing and threatening the Jews 
with complete extermination. Millions of men, women, and children are 
undergoing nameless suffering, and are exposed without defence to death or 
dishonour. 

The appeal concludes as follows :— 

“The undersigned address an appeal to all the nations of the world an! 
entreat them to raise their voice against the unheard-of crimes of which a peop'e 
s the victim in the sight of heaven. It is necessary that everywhere committees 
should be organised for the defence of the Jews of Eastern Europe, and that 
‘these committees should combine for prompt and vigorous action against ()¢ 
Oppressors. It is necessary that public opinion should be roused by t\¢ 
protest of the masses and by the resounding voice of the Press, which is at 
last fully and accurately informed; that in all the Parliaments of the wor'd 


‘representatives of the people should raise their voice against these bloody 


iniquities. It is upon the free nations and responsible Governments that the 
duty devolves of putting an end to this monstrous violation of the rights of man. 

“We demand the rapid organisation of committees of defence against perse- 
cution, commitiees invested with all the authority suited to their high mission. 
The millions of oppressed Jews have no other safeguard than the consciousness 
of the moral solidarity of the civilised world, and they have placed their 
supreme hope in the sacred right of all men to life and liberty.”

Sir Stuart Samuel, Bart,, the head of the British Mission to Poland, is at 
present in Paris. He expects to be able to leave for Poland on Sunday or 
Monday next. 


TO POLAND. 


MR. MORGENTHAU'S MISSION. 


Mr. Morgenthau and the other members of the American Commission 
spent several days in Lodz. General Jadwin, in the course of an interview, 
said that the Jewish question in Poland was the most important, though there 
were other important questions in that country. He expressed his conviction 
that it would be possible to solve the Jewish prgblem tbere. 

During Mr. Morgeuthau's visit to Czenstochau, the local Rabbi gave 3 
banquet in his honour. In the course of a speech, Mr. Morgenthau said (hai 
Poland was not the only country where anti-Semitism prevailed. A good many 
other countries were also infested with it. The Jewish problem in Poland was 
a very difficult one, and many years would have to pass before it could be 
solved. The League of Nations intended to deal with the subject, and he hoped 
that, if the League worked successfully, the question might be solved within (1c 
next fifteen or twenty years. Speaking of the pogroms in Czenstochau, \'r. 
Morgenthau stated that they were not so terrible as thosethat had taken piace 
in Pinsk, Vilna, andelsewhere. He thought that too much should not be made. 
of every incident, as such a course did not benefit the Jews, It should not be 
forgotten, he added, that, important as was the Jewish question in Poland, |'°¢ 
Poles had other and perhaps more impoftant questious before them. [!‘c 
announced that a new Commission would shortly arrive in Poland with tc 
intention of staying there a whole year, during which period it would stucy 
Polish life and the Jewish question. 

Mr. Morgenthau, together with General Jadwin and Mr. Johnson, after- 
wards visited Cracow, where, several times, he met the leaders of the Jew's! 
Community. He also discussed the Jewish Situation in Galicia with a number 
of representatives of the Jewi:b and Polish Press. 


BOLSHEVIKS DISTRUST JEWS. 
Copennacen [F.O.C.] 
According to the latest reports, the Bolsheviks have re-introduced the'r 
old system of drafting Jewish soldiers into separate labour battalions. The 
latter are employed behind the fighting lines, as the Bolsheviks are afraid ‘o 
trust the Jews in the trenches, 
. Prior to their evacuation of Odessa the Bolsheviks executed some Jews. 
headed by the notorious Chaim Graner, who at one time supported the anti- 
Semitic régime of General Tomatcheff. 


The pdet Bialick has become very grey, as a result of his sufferings undet 
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the Bolsheviks. Though his printing works were subsequently restored to him, 


he was first fined 100.000 roubles. After repeated appeals the fine was reduced 
to 5,000 roubles. 


THE SITUATION AT MINSK. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.] 

A painful impression has been created by the discovery of three Jewish 
youths who had been shot dead on the road near Minsk. The boys were on 
their way to a neighbouring village to buy food. Soldiers also committed an 
Outrage in the town. They entered the house of a Jéw and shot a young 
Jewess. The soldiers remain in contro! of the market, and do not allow Jews 
to purchase milk or greengrocery. Consequent on an appeal by the authorities, 
the Jews opened their shops, buat the Polish soldiers persisted in removing goods 
from them without making payment. The Jewish shopkeepers therefore 
decided again to close their businesses. 

In connection with the continued pillaging, the Jewish leaders, Messrs. 
Churgin and Rabbinowitch, visited the American Commissioners, and appealed 
for their intervention with the view to the restoralion.of order. The deputa- 
tion threatened to withdraw the Jewish representatives from the Town Council 
in the event of the continuation of the disturbances. General Jadwin, 
accompanied by Jewish communal workers, visited the Polish authorities, and 
discussed the situation with them. The Commandant stated that he was doing 
all in his power to establish normal conditions. 

The sixty-five Jews arrested at Minsk remain interned at the camp at 
Molodetchno, despite the promise given that they would be released. 

The Jewish Communal Council made an application for a permit to arrange 
a Communal Meeting, and the Zionists applied for permission to issue a news- 
paper. The authorities, however, have, so far, failed to comply with either 
request. 

It has now transpired that during the pogrom soldiers entered the 
Koidanover Synagogue and charged the Jews who were there with having fired 
atthem. Our coreligionists denied the accusation, but five of them, including 
the wife of the beadle, were murdered. 

It is also stated that General Jadwin has secured a large number of photo- 
graphs showing assaults on Jews and cases of beard-cutting by Poles. 

The Poles, on the other hand assert that after the Bolsheviks had learnt of 
Mr. Morgenthau’s appeal to the Jews to refrain from opposing the Poles, they 
arrested many Jews, and sentenced five prisoners to death. 


POGROMS IN HUNGARY, 


According to Bloch's Wochenschrift (Vienna), the anti-Semitic agitation 
in Hungary was started by the purely Magyar peasants, who accuse the 
Jews of having openly expressed their desire for union with German Austria. 

Among the places where serious anti-Jewish ouibreaks have occured are 
Czeldémok, Janoshaza, Hischell, Zalaegerszeg and Szombathay. In all, forty- 
two Jews were killed. All the survivors in these towns were expelled and their 
goods were confiscated. In one of the towns the magistrate and the military 
commandant were at once suspended, and the imprisonment of all .persons 
suspected of participation in the riots was demanded. 


FATE OF HUNGARIAN JEWESSES. 


Mr, Lucien Jones, Special Correspondent of the Daily Express in Vienna, 
writés to that paper :— 


The fare for a Jewish girl to travel out of Hungary to a foreign land is her 
honour. 

Mothers in Budapest are offering their daughters to those who can, by 
influence, smuggle them out of the country, where the White Terror reigns. 

just as the Red Terror in the time of Bela Kun was conducted in secret, 
and the true facts have only recently come to light, so will the world have to 
wait for the suppression of the White Terror for tke full story of what Jews are 
now undergoing in Hungary. 

An American officer attached to the Rumanian Army relates that a Jewish 
mother of good class, who had been educated in England, came to him and in 
all seriousness suggested that if he would take them both away from Budapest 
her daughter would be his reward, The mother said she would rather sacrifice 
her daughter than allow her to fall into the hands of the Hungarian police. 

Jewish girls attempting to leave Budapest on the boat for Vienna with their 
life savings are subjected to the worst indignities by the frontier police, who 
take them into a room, strip them, and seize all their money, except 500 crowns, 
which sum is barely sufficient to last two days. 


ORTHODOX CONFERENCE IN WARSAW. 

A Conference of representative Orthodox organisations in Poland and 
Lithuania was held at Warsaw on August llth. Some sixty towns were 
represented; the orthodox Jewish members of the Diet were also present. 
Delegates from Posen were prevented by passport difficulties from attending. 
The Conference considered the question of establishing a Central Yeshibah 
for the training of rabbis, teachers, and principals of Chedarim, and of a 
Fublication Department for the issue of educational works. The Conference 
devoted a whole day to the discussion of a report by Kabbi Halpern upon 
the activities of the orthodox deputies in the Diet, 


POLISH GOVERNMENT 


« 

Some weeks ago a delegate of the Ministry for Social Work and Control 
held a conference with the President of the American Mission, Mr. 
Morgenthau, for the purpose of informing him on the state of Jewish emigra- 
tion in Poland before the war, as well as on the attitude of the Ministry in 
regard to the development of emigration in the near future. To Mr. 
Morgenthau’s question, whether the Government would support Jewish 
emigration, the delegate replied that the Governmeft bad no interest ina 
special Jewish emigration policy, But, said he, the Government deems it 
appropriate that this work should be concentrated in the hands of the Govern- 
ment, since only then can it be regulated. This would be in the interest of 
Poland, as well as of the emigrants themselves. At the present moment the 
question concerning the transportation of those emigrant families who have 
remained in Poland is becoming very acute, because they are in a very 
serious position. Mr. Morgenthau expressed the wish that all the facts should 
be set forth in a memorial. 


PROMINENT BUDAPEST JEW KILLED. 


AND EMIGRATION. 


Mr. Friedrich Ernst, a member of the Executive of the Pest Orthodox Com- 
munity and President of the Bikur Cholim Society, was assaulted in the streets 
by policemen. He was so brutally injured that he died seven days after the 
assault, A watchmaker named Salomon Katz was also killed by policemen, 


~ The Jewish Question in Rumania, 


La Lanterne (Paris) of the 1st inst. printed an article by Enric F, Braun 
stein, dealing with oppressed minorities and in particular with the Jews in 
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Rumania. The writer, after narrating the history of -the question, claims that 
emancipation, pure and simple, will no longer satisfy the Jewish people, for as 
Rumania, by being aggrandised, has become a poly-national State, she will 
be constrained by virtue of the Wilsonian principles to accord the rights of 
national minorities to all the peoples within her borders. 


Cape Relief Fund for War Victims. 


A financial statement issued by the Cape Relief Fund for Jewish War 
Victims covering the period from December 1914, to July 1919, shows that 
£61,768 15s, had been collected, and £60,225 remitted, the ,yreater part, viz., 
£39,900, having been sent to Russia. ~ The expenses (including the cost of 
entertainments organised in aid of the Fund) amounted to £877 4s., and there 
remained at the bank the sum of /€66 lls. This Fund deals only with the 
Western part of the Cape Province. Port Elizabeth, East London, Orange 
Free State, Natal, Transvaal and Rhodesia bave funds of their own, The 
amount collected by the Transvaal Fund, up to date, is £110,197 5s. 3d. 

A united memorial service of the Jewish Community in the Cape Peninsular 
for the victims of recent pogroms in Poland, Galicia, Rumania, etc., was held 
(under the auspices of the Cape Relief Fund for Jewish .\ ar Victims) on 
August 3rd, at the Great Synagogue, Cape Town. A very large and represen- 
tative gathering of ladies and gentlemen was present. The Revs. M. Sandler 
and B. Strod officiated, and addresses were delivered by Rabbi Mirvish and the 
Rev. A. P. Bender. A collection for the Cape Relief Fund realised about 
£200. 


Ukrainian Government and Pogroms. 

COPENHAGEN. [F.O.C.] 
Mr. Krasny, Ukrainian Minister for Jewish affairs, bas announced that his 

Government has decided to execute all rioters who participate in massacres of 

Jews, and to support all sufferers by pogroms. 


Rabbi and French Officer. ~ 

Warsaw [F.0.C.] 
Rabbi Nahum Ash, of Chenstochow, was assaulted in the street on his 

way to the Synagogue, by a soldier who insisted on cutting his beard. 


Fortunately, a French officer appeared on the scene and saved the Rabbi from 
this outrage. The soldier was arrested. 


Lithuanian Municipal Elections. 

WARSAW [F.O.C.] 
The Municipal Elections at Lida resulted in a great Jewish victory. Of the 

twenty-four seats, sixteen were secured by the Jews. At Troki, seven Poles, 

four Jews, and one Karaite, and at Novovileisk, three Jews were elected.

As a result of a frontier fight between Poles and Germans at Lubitch, the 
mob accused the local Hebrew teacher, Hirsch Milberg, of having assisted the 
Germans by signalling tothem. He was arrested and tortured in the most 
cruel manner. At one time his hands were chained, and he was compelied to 
kneel on a stool and receive strokes on his bare feet. His mouth was stopped 
up with his beard so as to prevent him from screaming. Eventually the libel 
was disproved and the teacher was liberated, but his condition became very 
serious. The authorities afterwards begged him not to report the matter, but 
he communicated the full details to the Jewish deputies and submitted to them 
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a doctor's certificate. The Jewish deputies, in their turn, placed all the facts 
at the disposal of the Ministry.

The Rovno Libel. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.] 


The libel of the anti-Semitic Press against the Jews at Rovno, to the effect 
that they fired heavily at the Polish troops, has been disproved. According to 
the latest reports the troops entered the town withoutany opposition from the 
population, The Jews welcomed the liberation of the town from the 
Bolsheviks 


Polish Government and Jewish Exiles. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
The Polish Government has addressed a note to the Governor-General of 
Galicia requesting him to investigate whether the report announcing the 
expulsion of all Galician Jewish refugees from Czecho-Slovakia was correct. 


In the event of an affirmative reply, be was instructed to make representations 
cn behalf of the refugees and to support them. 


Jews Ordered to Leave Polish Village. 

Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
The Jewish deputies have drawn the attention of the Ministry to another 

order issued at Stontchak (near Lublin), ordering all Jews to leave the villag 

on the strength of the old Russian laws. 


German Government and Anti-Semitism. 
Zuricu [F.O.C.] 

- Owing to the extreme Jew-baiting which is raging in anti-Semitic quarters of 
Berlin, the Government has been obliged to put special guards in the Jewish 
quarter. At the same time, urgent statements were issued by the Government 
deprecating the anti-Semitic propaganda carried on in the factories and work- 
shops, and appealing to the workmen to combat it. 


The Ritual Murder Libel Again. 


A Jew, Aaron Belner, and a jewess, Golda Harowitz, both thirty-seven 
years old, have been tried at Cracow on the charge of having attempted to kul 
a Christian girl, aged thirteen, at Strzyzow, for ritual purposes on the occasion 
of last Passover. It was alleged that they had decoyed the girl into a cellar m 
order to kill her, but that she had managed to escape from them, The Court, 
after hearing a number of witnesses, acquitted both the accused persons. 


Committee of Jewish Delegations. 


The Committee of Jewish Delegations in Paris has decided ‘to continue in 
existence until the Peace Conference concludes its labours. After that event 
the Committee will be replaced by a permanent body, which is to be styled 
“ Vaad Haarazoth,” a Covuacil which will consist of representatives from various 
countries and will be elected by Jewish Congresses or Executive Committees 
thereof, or, in default of such organisations, by the central bodies of autonomous 
communities. Participation in the elections to the Committee will be open only 
to Jewish communities in those countries where there is a minimum Jewish 
populatian of 5,000, the number of representatives for each country being based 
upon the size of the community. The “ Vaad,” it is proposed, shall meet at 
least once a year, and it will elect a permanent Executive Committee, 


A Jewish Guard in Budapest. 
‘Zericu 'F.O.C.) 


The Jews of Budapest have formed a guard to protect our coreligionists 
there against pogroms. Five hundred men were enrolled. A group of Jewish 
oflicers has appealed to the War Ministry to suppress the anti-Semitic rioting. 
The Minister promised to take measures against the pogrom movement.

It has transpired that of the five hundred Jewish inbabitants of Ladzenko 
Only seventeen remain alive. 


American Jewess Honoured. 


Miss Rosina Marguerite Wolfson, of New Orleans, has been made an 
honorary citizen of Orleans (France) and has been presented with a bronze 
statue of Jeanne d’Arc, in recognition of eighteen months of canteen, hospital, 
and reconstruction work in France. Miss Wolfson is now on a six months’ 
leave of absence from ‘the government service. At the expiration of ber 
furlough she will go to Russia as a construction worker. 


Jews in Korea. 


Mr. Kwanyong Li, a member of the Korean Peace Delegation in Paris, 
has given to a Jewish interviewer some interesting information concerning the 
Jews in his country. They are not numerous, but there has long been a Jewish 
colony in Seoul, the capital, the members of which, both in language, in attire, 
and in features are fully assimilated to the Koreans. They are only distin- 
guished from their neighbours by their names. Most of the Jews are engaged 
in commerce, and are highly regarded as being extremely capable merchants. 
The Jews enjoy complete equality of rights, and take their share in the service 
of the State. Among them are army Officers and privates, magistrates, govern- 


— officials, doctors, and teachers, Anti-Semitism is absolutely unknown io

Cape Town Talmud Torah School. 


At the Talmud Torah School in Cape Town, which was established eleven 
years ago, Hebrew and religious education are being imparted to 300 children.

Three Brave Lads. 


A RESCUE PARTY LOST. 


That disaster bad overtaken the Portobello rescue party of three young 
Jews who (as already stated in the JEwisH CHRONICLE) have been missing since 
Sunday, 17th August, was learned, when a body was picked upin the Forth and 
brought to Leith, It was identified as that of one of the party, John Berger 
(19), a commercial traveller, who resided with his parents at 4, Montague 
Street, Edinburgh. It will be remembered that the three young men 
went to the rescue of other boating parties from Portobello who were 
caught in a gale, and swept seawards. Since that time nothing has 
been heard of the three brave Jews. While H.M. drifter “Cloud” was patrol- 
ling about a mile north of Inchkeith, a body was seen floating in the sea. It 
was taken on board, and conveyed to Leith, where at the police mortuary it 
was identified.as that of Berger. The other occupants of the boat were Simon 
licovitz, 12, Hill Square, and Hyman Clar, 126, Pleasance, Edinburgh. They 
were all about nineteen ycars of age. ) 


THE RABBI'S TRIBUTE. 

The funeral of Joseph Berger took place on Sunday at the Piersehill 
Cemetery, where a large assembly, representing all sections of the community, 
congregated in order to render the last honour to the deceased, and to evince 
sympathy with the bereaved relatives. Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches officiated, and 
was assisted by the Revs. H. Levinson, J. Teitelman and J]. Kibeil, Dr. Daiches 
delivered ‘an address, in which he expressed the sorrow of the whole 
community at the disaster which had befallen three promising young 
members, and which had spread much grief among the Jewish residents 
of the city. After condoling with those immediately bereaved, Dr. Daiches 
dwelt upon the heroic conduct of the three lads who, in the hour of danger, 
regarded the safety of others as more important than their own safety, and 
reiused the assistance offered to them so long as there were other boats in 
distress and in need of help. Such conduct reflected honour, not only upon 
the brave lads who met their fate with such sublime courage, but upon the 
whole Jewish Community. It could be well compared with the heroism of our 
bravest lads on the field of battle, which was rewarded by the most honoured 
decorations This alone was sufficient to render the memory of the unfortunate 
lads ever green in their midst, and to afford a large measure of comfort and 
consolation to the parents and relatives who were bewailing the loss of the 
young lives snatched away from them so suddenly in the fateful hour. Mr. J.

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Russian Jews & Conditions in 
the Ukraine. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
Dr. MARK VISHNITZER, 
Secretary to the Ukrainian Diplomatic Mission, 


HE Ukraine is the centre of the Russian mielstrom. The new 
republic is assailed on all sides—by the Bolshevists, by the 
Poles, and by the army of General Denikin. As is unfor- 
tunately usually the case where any country is in a disturbed 
state, the Jews have been the principal victims of these conditions. The 
position is somewhat curious, as the Ukrainian Government is the 
authority which has gone farthest of any 
Government in history to meet the 
demands and wishes of the Jewish popula- 
tion. In order to obtain some light on 
the present situation, a representative of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE sought an inter- 
view with Dr. Mark Vishnitzer, Secretary 
to the Ukrainian Diplomatic Mission to 
this country. 


. A DISTINGUISHED HISTORIAN, 


Dr. Vishnitzer is a Jew of considerable 
distinction. He was born at Rovno, in 
Volbynia, in 1882, and has devoted him- 
self to scientific and historical studies. He 
was one of the founders and chief 
members of the Jewish Historical and 
Ethnographical Society in Petrograd, 
From 1907-13, he was associated with the 
production of the monumental Russian 
Jewish Encyclopedia, acting as editor of 
the historical section. The- success of this work led the Moscow 
publishing house, known as “ Mir,” to bring ‘out a fifteen volume 
history of the Jews to which a number of specialists have contributed and 
of which Dr. Vishnitzer is the editor. He is the author of other important 
historical works. Dr. Vishnitzer has, as a Jewish Nationalist, sympathised 
with the Ukrainian national movement, and last winter be was invited to 
act as Secretary to the Diplomatic Mission to England, a position which 
he accepted partly on the ground of the facilities that it would afford 
him of pursuing his Jewish historical studies. 


THE RIGHTS OF ‘MINORITIES. 


“The position of the Jews in the Ukraine,” said Dr. Vishnitzer, “is 
unique in this respect, that their national rights have been fully conceded. 
Ukrainian politicians took the view from the beginning that in the new 
State order and peace could only prevail if the rights of minorities were 
cespecited. In January, 1918, a law was unanimously passed, which is 
the first attempt in history to regulate the relations between the dominating 
race and the national minority, on the basis of an autonomy which takes 
into account other than territorial considerations. The law provides that 
each nation (including the Jews) living within the boundaries of the 
Ukrainian Republic has the right to an independent national! existence. 
Independence is to be achieved through a National Union, whose 
authority extends to all its members, independently of their place of 
residence within the Republic. Every Ukrainian Jew may be a member 
of the Jewish National Union, which is the supreme representative of the 
Jews arid has legislative and executive rights, as well as that of taxation 
of its members. The supreme legislative authority of the Union is the 
National Assembly, elected by the members on a thoroughly democratic 
basis. There is a Jewish Minister in the Cabinet of the Republic. This 
law was temporarily suspended during the régime of Hetman Skora- 
padsky, but was afterwards restored (last December) when the Petloura 
Government regained power.” 


THE POGROMS. 

How do you explain the pogroms in the Ukraine? our representative 
asked. 

“ That pogroms on an extensive scale have taken place cannot be 
denied. The result of the invasion of the ¢ountry by the Bolsheviks and 
the enforced retirement of the Government westwards plunged the 
country into anarchy, and it was overrun by bands of marauding soldiery 
who were out for loot. To these bandits chiefly the pogroms are to be attri- 
buted. The Ukrainian Government is deeply concerned about the 
pogroms, and as it regains authority over the country, which it is 
gradually doing, the lives and property of the Jewish inhabitants will be 
secured, A rigorous enquiry into the pogroms has been instituted by the 
Government, and all proved pogromists will be shot. The Government 
have appointed a Commission of Enquiry, and have invited the partici- 
pation of four distinguished Jews in the persons of ‘Achad Ha'am,’ 
Mr. Ussishkin, Dr. Jochelman, and Mr. Goldstein (head of the Kieff 
Zionists), Ina proclamation recently issued by Petloura, he refers in 
appreciatory terms to the help given by the Jews in driving out the 
Bolshevists, in succouring the Ukrainian Army, in tending the wounded, 
étc., and he calls upon the population to recognise this co-operation by 
protecting the Jews. Moreover, the Government has voted over 
20,000,000 roubles towards the relief of the victims of the pogroms.” 


DENIKIN AND THE JEWS. 


Dr. Vishnitzer ridiculed the suggestion that the Jews had anything 
to hope for from the success of Denikin. ‘I believe,” he said, “ that the 
success of Denikin and Koltchak will be followed by the worst forms of 
reaction. I know that others are of the contrary opinion, but I base my 
view on a consideration of all the factors of the situation. So far as the 
Ukraine is concerned, it must be remembered that Denikin’s success 
would méan the end of the Ukrainian State and the restoration of the 
pid’ Russia in its original integrity. All that the Jews have gained in the

~~ RUSSIAN JEWS & CONDITIONS IN THE UKRAINE. | 


Continued from previous column. 


Ukraine would be lost, and it is inconceivable that Denikin will grant 
rights to the Jews similar to those that the Ukrainian Republic has con 
ceded. It must not be forgotten that a smali State like the Ukraine needs 
the Jews, and rights which depend for their concession on self-interest 
have a much surer foundation than those which are granted from motives 
of abstract justice. I deny the suggestion that the Jews have welcomed 
Denikin with open arms, There may have been a feeling of relief at a 
disciplined army driving out a marauding rabble, just as the advent of the 
Germans was welcomed by the Jews as well as by the other inhabitants 
of Kieff, Charkoff, etc., with relief, but neither the one nor the other is 
acceptable either to the Jews or to Ukrainians as permanent rulers. 
The interests of the Jews are bound up with those of the Ukrainian 
Republic, | This is shown by a manifesto recently issued by the Jewish 
Community of Kamenetz-Podolsk, which emphasised the fact that 
only by the strengthening of the Ukrainian Government can Jews be 
secured against pogroms. ‘The Jewish masses,’ said the signatories, 
‘will unite with the Ukrainians in fighting for a_ self-contained 
independent Ukrainia.’”’ 


THE UKRAINE JEWS AND AGRICULTURE, 

Dr. Vishnitzer gave some interesting particulars concerning the 
economic distribution of the Ukrainian Jews. 

The Jews in the Ukraine number about three and a half millions. 
Of these about 10 per cent. are agriculiturists. There are several success: 
ful colonies in Khberson and Ekaterinoslav, as well as in the other 
districts. In East Galicia, which is claimed by,the Ukraine, Jews are 
also engaged in agriculture. About 30 per cent. are artisans, and the 
remainder are engaged in commerce, for the most part in a smal! 
way. There are very few Jewish factory workers—about 40,000 in all— 
so that there is no room for any extensive Bolshevik propaganda. 

There are Jews, said Dr. Vishnitzer, in conclusion, who are 
Bolshevists, and who have been attracted to the cult by its theoretic 
idealism, much of which naturally appeals to the Jew because based upon 
Bible teaching. But these Jews are mainly such as have broken away 
entirely from the Synagogue, and that is probably the explanation why 
they have become Bolshevists—in order to satisfy the fanatical 
idealism ia them which in the normal Jew finds its food in Jewish 
religion, Jewish Nationalism, and Jewish practice. At the same time | 
must point out that none have suffered from Bolshevist practices so much 
as the whole of the Rugso-Jewish people. 

The great mass of the Jewish population is, therefore, opposed [0 
Bolshevism, and is helping to defend the country against Bolshevik 
incursions. | 

Dr. Vishnitzer looks forward to a happy future for the Jews in the 
Ukraine, if the Republic is recognised and supported by the Power's and 
is able to safeguard its frontiers against the enemies that surround it.

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS.—VI1. 
* Thou shali not commit adultery. Thou shalt not steal."—Deuteronomy v., 18, 19. 


After the law that protects human life comes the commandment guarding 
what is even more precious than life—personal purity. The law itself reposes, 
as is manifest, on the inviolable sanctity of the marriage tie, which is older 
than Judaism and dates back to the first home of man on the earth. It is not 
a buman invention, but a Divine institution, originated and created by God 
Himself, Matrimony is frequently styled ‘‘a covenant of God” (Proverbs ii., 
17, etc.) Even divorce is described as hateful in God's eyes (Malachi ii., 
14-16).. The relation between the conjugal couple was considered to be 
so sacred that its violation was punished with death; even the unchastity 
of a betrothed couple was similarly punished (Deuteronomy xxi., 24). 
“God looks upon every sin,” say the Rabbins, “with long sufferance, 
except op unchastity.” It is one of the three sins cenounced in the 
Decalogue which one must not commit even to save one’s life—the other 
two being idolairy and murder, and yet, as the proceedings in our divorce 
courts abundanily testify, there are sections of society in which the viola- 
tion of this Seventh Commandment is not uncommon, The purity of 
Jewish homes compares favourably with this condition of things, but alas! in 
these modern days it is not altogether above reproach. As surely as thereisa 
God jn heaven, so surely will His displeasure and judgment be manifested 
towards all such evil-doers. Society may condone the offence, but God will 
remember it; and the day will come when He will pronounce His own sentence 
of condemnation on all who have dared to transgress this most holy law. What 
is the real cause of these miserable and sad transgressions of God's law, of the 
wretched lives revealed in every blasted home in which they take place’ It is 


simply this—that the Divine and sacred institution of marriage has been ignored. 


from the first, and marriage bas been regarded either as a means to a position 
in society, or as a respectable way to the gratification of desire, 


THE EIGHTH COMMANDMENT 


fmaturally follows the two which have preceded it. After life and honour come 
the rights of property. Manifestly this law rests on the prior assumption of 
the Divine institution of the rights of property. It is not necessary to enter 
into an elaborate disquisition to prove that the right of property, or rather the 
right in property, is areal and just right. The common conscience and the 
common sense of mankind have always recognised this right. If a man by his 
personal labour produces something which was not in existence before—if, for 
example, he builds a house or cultivates a garden, the results of his toil belong 
to him and to no one else. If he hires a labourer to work fcr him, the 
labourer’s time, skill, and strength are his property, and nobody has a right to 
expect a labourer to give his work for nothing; but ibe labourer can only 
demand the price of his work; he bas no claim to the capital by which 
his labour is made effective. The law for capitalist and workman alike 
is imperative and absolute: “Thou shalt not steal.” We may see not 
only the justice of this law as founded upon the principle of 
natural rights, but also its wisdom. There are many reasons which 
not only justify but explain this Eighth Commandment. First of all, the 
incentive to labour would mevitably be taken away if there were no rights of 
property. Its rights are as sacred as those of labour itself. The weak- 
ness of the extreme Socialist position is that it destroys the incentive 
to toilthat arises from property in the results of toil. One may regard this 
argument as an appeal to human selfishness, but human nature being 
what it is, we shall never get men to work unless we are sure 
that in the end they will enjoy the fruits of their labour. 
J? PORN The same truth applies to the stimulus to 
invention, to all those wonderful works of skill which have made civilisation 
larger and life more enjoyable. One of the chief sources of new inventions 
and of new discoveries is the certainty of reaping reward from them 
if they are successful. Take that certainty away, and even if invention 
would not altogether cease, certainly -a large part, if not the chief 
part, would disappear. Art, literature, science are often of greater value to 
man than all the inventions and all the contrivances of buman ingenuity and 
skill. And these owe a great deal to the rights of property. 


THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF A MAN 


to the fruiis of his own labour, or to the exchange of those fruits for the result 
of the toil of others, is a Divine and sacred institution. Itis in harmony with 
the dictates of natural morality, it is asserted by the conscience of men every- 
where, and lastly it is declared and protected by this law, “ Thou sbalt not 
steal.” Stealing pure and simple is condemned by this commandment, 
and our criminal law recognises the fact that stealing isacrime. There are, 
however, less notorious and less obtrusive transgressions of this Eighth 
Commandment which are as palpable violations of the law as stealing, 
but which are not always condemned by the criminal law, and unhappily are 
sometimes not even condemned by the conscience of society. One of the 
common transgressions of this law is entirely a modern sin. Year after year 
dishdnest limited liability companies are floated with no other object in view 
than to benefit the promoters. False prospectuses are issued, hopes of gain 
which is never made are held out to investors, well known names are 
obtained as directors to act as decoy’ ducks to the unwary, and confiding 
people are led to invest their money in the company which promises such great 
things. The result we all know. The men who wilfully promote a dishonest 
company are as really thieves as the burglar who breaks into a house and 
forcibly appropriates its plate. In the lesser businesses of the world stealing is 
no less rife. The tradesman who sells bis customers goods of inferior quality 
which he misrepresents, who adulterates his wares, who profiteers, ond 
makes an exorbitant profit out of the necessities of the public—he may 
or may not be punishable by the law, but he is a thief in the sight 
of Gad. He is robbing the purchaser as truly as if he put his hand into 
his pocket and stole bis purse. Nor does the Eighth Commandment apply 
merely to the tradesman or the employer of labour. The workman who takes 
advantage of a crisis to sell his labour at profiteering rates, the servant 
who slacks during the time tbat he is supposed to be toiling—to such and 
sundry we may apply the prophet’s words, “ Cu: sed be he who doeth the Lord's 
work deceitfully.” Nor should we forget that there may be dishonest buyers 
as well as dishonest sellers of goods. A man who purchases goods without the 
means of paying for them, and who does it deliberately, is as much a thief as 
the man who purloins them, There are few things on which the conscience of 
society needs to be more thoroughly awakened than on the dishonesty of debt. 
There is such a thing as blameless debt, when it has been incurred 
through some unforeseen cause. But such cases are unhappily the 
exception. Too often debt is the result of extravagance. Nor does passing 
through the bankruptcy court cancel the debt. A discharge in bankruptcy is 
not a discharge in conscience; a legal composition is not a moral settlement, 
One does not settle a debt until one has paid it to the utmost farthing. But 
the credit system is largely responsible. There would be fewer violations of 
this Eighth Commandment if there were fewer opportunities accorded of

THE VILNA POGROM. 


AN OFFICIAL REPORT. 


TERRIBLE DETAILS. 


We have been favoured with the text of the report issued by Mr. 
Henry G. Alsberg and Mr. Jacob Billikopf, who proceeded to Vilna at the 
beginning of June on behalf of the American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. Their report is textually as follows :— 

We arrived in Vilna on the evening of Saturday, June 7th, 1919. We went 
to Vilna on behalf of the Joint Distribution Committee to make a report con- 
cerning the relief needs of the Jewish Community there. We bad an authori- 
sation from Colonel Grove, of the American Relief Administration, in Warsaw, 
to make this visit. We were warved to restrict our activities entirely to relief 
work. Any investigation of the April massacres and persecution since that date, 
we were told, might lead to such terrible occurences as the massacre in Pinsk. 
We were told to be most careful to visit the Commander of the city at once on 
arriving, and explain to him why we hadcome, and that we were in Vilna for no 
other purpose than to regulate the Jewish relief work. Actually, on the morning 
alter our arrival we called upon the Commander of the city, but did not find him 
in his office. We, however, explained to his aide in great detail the object of 
our visit. Thereafter we tried in every way to avoid every act that might be 
regarded as an investigaticn of the Vilna massacre and persecution, because we 
did not wish by such acts to bring further suffering and trouble upon the Jewish 
population, For this reason, to specify only one instance, we did not attempt 
to interview the multitude of Jewish captives who were said to be held 
prisoners by the Poles in the local jails. This, in spite of appeals by prominent 
Jews who asked us to visit these unfortunate people, who were alleged to be 

DYING OF HUNGER AND DISEASE. 
For a similar reason we did not even appeal to the military authorities with the 
request that the Jewish Community should be allowed to furnish food and 
medical assistance for these prisoners, although dozens of women, relatives of 
these people, searched us out and begged in the most heart-rendering manner, 
with tears and cries, that we should make such an appeal. , 

Despite the efforts we made to avoid all suspicion that we were investigating 
the Vilna outrages, we could not in the last resort shut our eyes and ears to 
the unsolicited information about the pogroms which poured in on us during 
our short stay in Vilna. We arrived in Vilna on Saturday evening, the 7th of 
June. Me. Alsberg left early Monday morning. Mr. Billikopf left Wednesday 
morning. 

Saturday evening, on the day of our arrival, we visited Dr. Shabbad, the 
well-known Jewish physician and scientist, and one of the most highly respected 
members of the Community. Dr. Shabbad had just been elecied member of 
the Jewish Congregation of the city, and as such was charged with the conduct 
of the relief work, for the support of which the Joint Distribution Committec 
furnished funds. During the course of the evening Dr. Shabbad related his 
own experiences during the pogroms. He said. there bad been some fighting 
before April 19th in Vilna between the Poles and the Bolsheviks. The fighting 
was not severe, was restricted to a fairly limited area, and practically no noa- 
combatants were injured. The Bolsheviks were not in great force, and were 
easily beaten by the Poles. After the Poles occupied the city the pogroms began. 
On the morning of April 19:h, Dr. Shabbad had gone out to make an urgent 
medical call. The city was full of Polish soldiers rioting and looting shops. 
He had relied en bis reputation as a citizen of promirence and the nature of bis 
errand to be allowed to pass along the streets unmolested, but he was seized by 
the soldiers, herded with a multitude of other peop!e, put up against a wall ard 
threatened with death. He expected any moment to be shot. Ile was kept in this 
terrible suspense for several hours, and then finally released. He saw many people 
maltreated during this period and several persons killed. He owed his release 
to the intervention of a friend who appealed to the authorities on his bebalf. 
He told us that the last month and a half had been the most terrible of his life, 
and he had spent al! his days and nights trying to protect the Jewish popula- 
tion against Polish persecution, to secure the release of the captives from jail, 
and to provide for their families. The whole life of the Jewish community had 
been reduced to chaos. More than sixty Jews had been killed, but the list was 
not yet compleie.- For many days after the first outbreak Jews dared not go 
out into the streets. Many Jews were ruined, their stores and houses had been 
emptied by the soldiery. He said the 

POLISH POPULACE HAD TAKEN PART IN THE POGROMS, 

and had helped to maltreat the Jews seized by the military. The condition of 
the Jewish population had become deplorable. From a fairly prosperous com 
munity the Vilna Jews had been reduced to the point where their situation was 
was most precarious in every respect. They were subject to arrest at all times 
of the day if found on the streets, and might then be taken to do forced labout 
atthe front. Here they were maltreaied, starved, and beaten—in some cases 
beaten to death. We were not surprised by this statement, since we had 
learned in Lavow (Lemberg) that here, too, the Poles had introduced a system 
of forced military labour for Jewish civilians in the trenches. Dr. Shabbad 
said that any Jew, whatever his age or condition, might be seized on the streets 
and be driven with kicks and blows to the front, where many died from the 
effects of this Polish adaptation of the corvée system. 

Much of the next day (Sunday) we spent in visiting various Jewish philan- 
thropic institutions. Most of these had been entered, robbed and plundered by 
In fact, the Jewish school for technica! 
training for boys was plundered, or at least robbed twice; once, only a week 
before our visit when we saw the smashed furriture and broken cupboards. 

During the course of Sunday morning Mr. Billikopf went with a Dr. 
Makover to visit the Jewish ambulatory. On the way Dr. Makover stopped to 
pay a visit to one of his patients. This patient was an elderly Jew who three 
days ago had been seized and carried away to do forced labour. He had never 
done heavy work of this kind in his life before: nevertheless, he was forced to 
labour at digging for some time, when his strength failed. The Poles, 
exasperated because he could not work any longer, had him stripped and 
whipped. He was forced to count the lashes as they fell from one to fiity; 
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After that the Poles were about to make an end of him when a woman 
interceded, and he was sent home on a stretcher. When Mr. Billikopf saw 
bim this man was in bed delirious, his children at his bedside, weeping and 
wailing. In his delirium this unfortunature creature cried constantly, 
“FOR GOD'S SAKE KILL ME, 

but don't torture me any longer.” The sheet covering the man's body was 
pulled down exposing the terrible welts which covered almost every inch of it, 
An hour after Mr. Billikopf left this old man died. A picture of his tortured 
body is submitted, and Mr. Billikopf vouches for the fact that this is the picture 
of the body of the man he saw. 

In the afternoon a meeting of the local Kehilla (Jewish Congregation) was 
held. We, as representatives of the Joint Distribution Committee, were 
invited to be present. When we arrived at the entrance of the hall we were 
surrounded and followed by a crowd of weeping and wailing women, We had 
great difficulty, therefore, in making our way into the assembly, and, although 
our business in Vilna was not that of inquiry into pogroms, we could not help 
learning that these women were the widows, the mothers, the sisters, or the 
children of men killed; imprisoned or transported by the Polish authorities. 
The scene proved very painful. 

A Mrs. Philipowsky insisted on violating all the ethical and political con- 
sideration that should hedge about a relief worker, and told her story there and 
then. On the day after the seizure of the city by the Poles, four Legionaries 
came into her home and seized her husband, who was sick abed, and her son, and 
drove them amidst a hooting mob down the street. From this same house at 
the same time were taken four men whose names were Goldburt, Garger, 
Chait, and Kaplan. Mrs. Philipowsky and her daughter tried to follow the 
soldiers and their prisoners, but the crowd would not let the two women out of 
the house. The next day Mrs. Philipowsky and her daughter went out to the 
cemetery in Lipowka, whither the men had been taken and shot. The 
Legionaries beat the two women and robbed them of everything of value they 
were wearing, and threatened to throw a hand-grenade at them. [Dut the two 
women conid not gain access to the cemetery. Thev could not 
recover the bodies of these murdered men for a long time. After 
repeated petitions and appeals the bodies were given to the relatives.

The eyes of one corpse*had been gouged out and the cavities filled with filthy 
rags. Mrs. Philipowsky and the other relatives were now allowed to bury 
their dead, but were not allowed to havea burial service of any kind. Mrs. 
Philipowsky said of her son:—"* My son was a good boy, a wonderful scholar. 
All the teachers at the memorial service held in the school he went to said that 
not only had I lost an only child, but the Jewish people had lost one of its most 
talented sons. He wasa student of the Talmud, and he could talk Hebrew 
like a Rabbi.” 

Mrs. Philipowsky had a picture of the six bodies as they lay in their 
graves. It is nota ‘close-up’ picture, because the Legionaries would not let 
the enterprising photographer, who made it a business to get pictures of many 
of the pogrom occurrences, come within “close-up” range. The picture is 
annexed. 

After being forced to listen to Mrs. Philipowsky's story we went into the 
Kehilla meeting. The chief purpose of this meeting was to find ways and 
means to supply the multitude of Jewish prisoners in the city jail with food 
and medical help, and their families with relief. The meeting was long and 
stormy. The whole history of pogroms and persecutions since their original 
outbreak was recited in detail and with great emotion. The room was packed 
with a mass of excited and wrought-up Jewish people, all of whom contributed 
some personal pogrom experience of their very own, We stayed only a short 
time, but we made the acquaintance at this meeting of a well-known Jewish 
poet, Jaffe, who confirmed to us the story we had heard earlier in the 
day, and which was repeated during the meeting—namely, that a man by the 
name of Chaim Warnian had been

of alegionary, and dragged at a smart gallop through the citystreets, Another 
story which was told to us, and frequently confirmed, was to the effect that two 
Jews, on the eleventh day of the terror, were seized by soldiers on the streets, 
and taken to a spot where lay in a pool of blood the bodies of a man and two 
women (Jews) and were forced to bury them. One of these enforced grave diggers 
was almost positive that of the two women one was not yet dead; nevertheless, 
they were forced, to their great horror, to bury her body as well. This story 
was published in the Yiddish News in Vilna on the 26th day of May over the 
signature of A. Kobran, who alleged that he was one of the two men who were 
forced to do the burying. 

Before the Kehilla meeting on Sunday afternoon, we visited the famous 
and ancient synagogue of Vilna. This synagogue is renowned because one of 
its Kabbis was the great Jewish scholar known as the Gaon of Vilna. We 
were told by the officials of the synagogue that during the pogroms the soldiers 
and mob had entered the building and stolen all the brass menorahs (sacred 
candelabra) and had desecrated the altar. While in the synagogra a great 
number of Jews forced their way into our presence and told us that only the 
Saturday before every Jew who went out on the streets had been robbed of his 
money, and that many of these Jews had been terribly beaten and maltreated, 
One old man who walked with a crutch said he had been kicked by a soldier, 
- and that his lameness was due to this cause. 

We were told that it was quite customary for the soldiers and populace to 
draw a cordon across one of the main thoroughfares to beat all the Jews who 
wished to pass through and rob them. This happened very frequently. One 


old gentleman, arich Russian, whom Mr. Alsberg visited, said he no longer dared’ 


to go out on the streets for fear of suffering some indignity, 
believe I should 


He said, “I 


HAVE TO COMMIT SUICIDE 
if I were. maltreated in this manner.” “ Revisions” 
to have been very frequent, Finally, ‘after continued complaints, 
the military commander issued an order stating that because many 


so-called, seemed 


Cracow, about a week before our visit to Vilna, issued an order forbidding his 
soldiers to commit excesses upon the Jewish population. The day after this 
order was issued Cracow suffered from a serious anti-Jewish outbreak in which 
General Haller’s troops were the leaders and engaged in assaulting the Jews, 
The Vilna Commandant’s order, dated May 16th, and given publicity in the 
Jewish Press, did not prevent “the unauthorised men in Polish uniforms” 
from continuing their revisions to the great iojary of the Jewish population, It 
would have been quite superfluous for a Jewish householder to demand a sight 
of the revision official's credentials, The best credentials in such an event are 
to be found in the clubbed end of a rifle. 
Monday morning, at six o'clock, Mr. Alsberg left for Warsaw; Mr. Billi- 
kopf stayed on in order to complete the monthly budget which was to cover all 
the Vilna relief work. During the course of the day*he bad another meeting 
with Jaffe, the Jewish poet. Jaffe then told him bow his friend, A. Weiter,

Jaffe and Weiter and a friend and their respected families had taken refuge 
in a house. They stayed there all the first night of the pogrom. In the 
morning the soldiers and mob entered the house, drove the men out on the 
street, and Weiter fell amidst a hail of bullets from the soldier's muskets. 
Weiter’s friends could not stop to assist him. The street was strewn with 
dead. They were driven along amidst blows and abuse out of the city in 
constant peril of their lives. Finally, they were taken to Lida, where they were 
were kept incarcerated under horrible conditions for a long time. Then they 
were released and sent back home. 

Mr. Billikopf stayed in Vilna until Wednesday morning. Before leaving, 
he visited the Jewish Legal Aid Bureau established by the Jewish Community. 
He listened for some time to the proceedings there. Dozens of people came 
into this office and made affidavits as to the wrongs they had suffered. These 
wrongs were not only occurrences of the first outbreak, on April 19th, and the 
days immediately following. They were wrongs suffered within a short time of 
the complaint. Robbery, assault, illegal “revisions,” arrests, kidnapping for 
forced labour—these were the burdens of the affidavits. In donnection with the 
kidnapping for forced labour, a good parallel can be found in the case of 
Lemberg. Here the military, after the pogroms of November and December, 
engaged in a similar practice. Jews of all ages and conditions were seized 
without warning and carried off to the front. Even the Rector of Lemberg 
University, a Jew, was kidnapped and put to work with a spade. Finally, the 
Lemberg Jews solved their difficulty with admirable ingenuity. There were 
many Jewish unemployed in Lemberg. The Community made the following 
agreement with the military authorities: The Jewish notables were to be 
allowed to issue exemption cards to such members of the Jewish community as 
paid a certain specified head tax. This tax was then used to cover the wages 
of the unemployed Jews willing to work at the front, The military was satished 
so long as a certain number of Jewish labourers (they did not take any Poles 
for forced labour) were furnished by the Jewish community. 

Coming from one of his visits to a charitable institution, Mr. Billikopf 
crossed the Vilna Passage (market building), The Jews had their booths on one 
side of the building and the Poles theirs on the other. While Mr. Billikopf was 
going through the building he saw the crowd set upon the Jewish vendors, 
upset their booths, and steal their wares. He was followed by a mob of these 
unfortunate people who pleaded with him (he was in an American uniform) to 
help them to intercede on their behalf with the authorities. Mr. Billikopf was 
accompanied by one of the leading Jewish citizens who explained to him that 
his sort of thing occurred frequently, that appeals to the commandant could 
not bs effective because the commandant was inaccessible. We had been told 
the same thing in Lemberg a week before ; namely, that appeals to the authori- 
ties for protection against mob violence were useless, Late Tuesday night while 
returning from the meeting of the Budget Committee of the Kehilla, where the 
monthly budget which the Joint Distribution Committee would cover was 
finally fixed, Mr. Billikopf was walking along towards his hotel with a 
Mr. Finkelstein when he suddenly heard some groans and sobs issuing from a 
side street. On further investigation he discovered

They said their father had been killed during the pogrom, and their mother had 
died of the shock and they themselves had been starving and homeless ever 
since. Mr. Billikopf and his friends got these two pogrom orphans housed for 
that night. The next day he came with a photographer and had their picture 
taken. 

Mr. Billikopf's business having been completed successfully with the 
fixing of the Vilna budget and he being under strict orders not to investigate the 
pogrom or engage in any political activity he now left for Warsaw. The next 
day he was in Lida for a few hours tofix alocal budget, Lida is fhe town where 
a number of the kidnapped victims of the Vilna pogrom weretaken. But Lida 
had troubles of itsown. About thirty people were killed there towards the end 
of April. The names of these persons have all been published. But the 
Jewish inhabitants of the town, so Mr. Billikopf was informed at least, have 
had to sign a statement to the effect that no pogrom took place or 
any outrages, Lida is the cily where the Polish Military Headquarters 
in Lithuania are situated, and is only a short distance from Vilna. Mr 
Billikopf took a droshky to go to Lida station. The driver of 
the droshky was a Jew. Mr. Billikopf gave the driver twenty 
marks in payment of the fare. Two soldiers were standing near 
by. One of them went up to the droshky driver, seized him by the beard, 
and was about to seize the twenty marks when Mr. Billikopf intervened. The 
soldier seeing an American uniform apologised, released the droshky driver 
and went away. The driver then said to Mr. Billikopf, “If you could only 


- stay here! You have saved me this time ; and I do not know what will happen 


to me after you are gone.” ;

Mozelle Cohen was one of the best of women and the best of friends. When 
she opened her lips gracious words always proceeded from them, and in her 
tongue was the law of kindness.

SUDDEN DEATH AT A CLUB. 

Mr. Henry M. Morris, of 43, Hamilton Terrace, Maida Vale, died suddenly, 

in his sixty-sixth year, on Monday night at the Reform Club. While playing 
bridge, as was his custom, he suddenly collapsed and died before assistance 
could be rendered to him. A striking and picturesque figure (says the Daily 
Telegraph) is thus removed from the City, where he had a host of friends who 
were charmed by his old-world and courtly manner. A prominent member of 
the Stock Exchange, he bound his clients to him by strong ties of personal 
friendship, for not only did be watch their interests with the greatest care, but 
he attracted them by his polished manner and wide outlook.

In the afternoon a meeting of the local Kehilla (Jewish Congregation) was 
held. We, as representatives of the Joint Distribution Committee, were 
invited to be present. When we arrived at the entrance of the hall we were 
surrounded and followed by a crowd of weeping and wailing women, We had 
great difficulty, therefore, in making our way into the assembly, and, although 
our business in Vilna was not that of inquiry into pogroms, we could not help 
learning that these women were the widows, the mothers, the sisters, or the 
children of men killed; imprisoned or transported by the Polish authorities. 
The scene proved very painful. 

A Mrs. Philipowsky insisted on violating all the ethical and political con- 
sideration that should hedge about a relief worker, and told ber story there and 
then, On the day after the seizure of the city by the Poles, four Legionaries 
came into her home and seized her husband, who was sick abed, and her son, and 
drove them amidst a hooting mob down the street. From this same house at 
the same time were taken four men whose names were Goldburt, Garger, 
Chait, and Kaplan. Mrs. Philipowsky and her daughter tried to follow the 
soldiers and their prisoners, but the crowd would not let the two women out of 
the house. The next day Mrs. Philipowsky and her daughter went out to the 
cemetery in Lipowka, whither the men had been taken and shot. The 
Legionaries beat the two women and robbed them of everything of value they 
were wearing, and threatened to throw a hand-grenade at them. [Dut the two 
women conld not gain access to the cemetery. They could not 
recover the bodies of these murdered men for a long time. After 
repeated petitions and appeals the bodies were given to the relatives. 

THE BODIES HAD BEEN DREADFULLY MUTILA‘CED. 

The eyes of one corpse*had been gouged out and the cavities filled with filthy 
rags. Mrs. Philipowsky and the other relatives were now allowed to bury 
their dead, but were not allowed to have a burial service of any kind. Mrs. 
Philipowsky said of her son:—*‘My son was a good boy, a wonderful scholar. 
All the teachers at the memorial service held in the school he went to said that 
not only had I lost an only child, but the Jewish people had lost one of its most 
talented sons. He wasa student of the Talmud, and he couid talk Hebrew 
like a Rabbi.” 

Mrs. Philipowsky had a picture of the six bodies as they lay in their 
graves. It is nota close-up” picture, because the Legionaries would not let 
the enterprising photographer, who made it a business to get pictures of many 
of the pogrom occurrences, come within “close-up” range. The picture is 
annexed. 

After being forced to listen to Mrs. Philipowsky’s story we went into the 
Kehilla meeting. The chief purpose of this meeting was to find ways and 
means to supply the multitude of Jewish prisoners in the city jail with food 
and medical help, and their families with relief. The meeting was long and 
stormy. The whole history of pogroms and persecutions since their original 
Outbreak was recited in detail and with great emotion, The room was packed 
with a mass of excited and wrought-up Jewish people, all of whom contributed 
some personal pogrom experience of their very own. We stayed only a short 
time, but we made ithe acquaintance at this meeting of a well-known Jewish 
poet, Jaffe, who confirmed to us the story we had heard earlier in the 
day, and which was repeated during the meeting—namely, that a man by the 
name of Chaim Warnian had been

of alegionary, and dragged at a smart gallop through the city streets, Another 
story which was told to us, and frequently confirmed, was to the effect that two 
Jews, on the eleventh day of the terror, were seized by soldiers on the streets, 
and taken to a spot where lay in a pool of blood the bodies of a man and two 
women (Jews) and were forced to bury them. One of these enforced grave diggers 
was almost positive that of the two women one was not yet dead; nevertheless, 
they were forced, to their great horror, to bury her body as well. This story 
was published in the Yiddish News in Vilna on the 26th day of May over the 
signature of A. Kobran, who alleged that he was one of the two men who were 
forced to do the burying. 

Before the Kehilla meeting on Sunday afternoon, we visited the famous 
and ancient synagogue of Vilna. This synagogue is renowned because one of 
its Rabbis was the great Jewish scholar known as the Gaon of Vilna. We 
were told by the officials of the synagogue that during the pogroms the soldiers 
and mob had entered the building and stolen all the brass menorabs (sacred 
candelabra) and had desecrated the altar. While in the synagogue a great 
number of Jews forced their way into our presence and told us that only the 
Saturday before every Jew who went out on the streets had been robbed of his 
money, and that many of these Jews had been terribly beaten and maltreated. 
One old man who walked with a crutch said be had been kicked by a soldier, 
and that his lameness was due to this cause. 

We were told that it was quite customary for the soldiers and populace to 
draw a cordon across one of the main thoroughfares to beat all the Jews who 
wished to pass through and rob them. This happened very frequently. One

Cracow, about a week before our visit to Vilna, issued an order forbidding his 
soldiers to commit excesses upon the Jewish population. The day after this 
order was issued Cracow suffered from a serious anti-Jewish outbreak in which 
General Haller’s troops were the leaders and engaged in assaulting the Jews, 
The Vilna Commandant’s order, dated May 16th, and given publicity in the 
Jewish Press, did not prevent “the unauthorised men in Polish uniforms ” 
from continuing their revisions to the great injury of the Jewish population. It 
would have been quite superfluous for a Jewish householder to demand a sight 
of the revision official’s credentials. The best credentials in such an event are 
to be found in the clubbed end of a rifle. 
Monday morning, at six o'clock, Mr. Alsberg left for Warsaw; Mr. Billi- 
kopf stayed on in order to complete she monthly budget which was to cover al! 
the Vilna relief work. During the course of the day’he bad another meeting 
with Jaffe, the Jewish poet. Jaffe then told him bow his friend, A. Weiter,

Jaffe and Weiter and a friend and their respected families had taken refuge 
in a house. They stayed there all the first night of the pogrom. In the 
morning the soldiers and mob entered the house, drove the men out on the 
street, and Weiter fell amidst a hail of bullets from the soldier's muskets. 
Weiter’s friends could not stop to assist him. The street was strewn with 
dead. They were driven along amidst blows and abuse out of the city in 
constant peril of their lives. Finally, they were taken to Lida, where they were 
were kept incarcerated under horrible conditions fora long time, Then they 
were released and sent back home. 

Mr. Billikopf stayed in Vilna until Wednesday morning. Before leaving, 
he visited the Jewish Legal Aid Bureau established by the Jewish Community. 
He listened for some time to the proceedings there. Dozens of people came 
into this office and made affidavits as to the wrongs they had suffered. These 
wrongs were not only occurrences of the first outbreak, on April 19th, and the 
days immediately following. They were wrongs suffered within a short time of 
the complaint. Robbery, assault, illegal “revisions,” arrests, kidnapping for 
forced labour—these were the burdens of the affidavits. In donnection with the 
kidnapping for forced labour, a good parallel can be found in the case of 
Lemberg. Here the military, after the pogroms of November and December, 
engaged in a similar practice. Jews of all ages and conditions were seized 
without warning and carried off to the front. Even the Rector of Lemberg 
University, a Jew, was kidnapped and put to work with a spade. Finally, the 
Lemberg Jews solved theit difficulty with admirable ingenuity. There were 
many Jewish unemployed in Lemberg. The Community made the following 
agreement with the military authorities: The Jewish notables were to be 
allowed to issue exemption cards to such members of the Jewish community as 
paid a certain specified head tax. This tax was then used to cover the wages 
of the unemployed Jews willing to work at the front, The military was satisfied 
so long as a certain number of Jewish labourers (they did not take any Poles 
for forced labour) were furnished by the Jewish community. 

Coming from one of his visits to a charitable institution, Mr. Billikopf 
crossed the Vilna Passage (market building), The Jews had their booths on one 
side of the building and the Poles theirs on the other. While Mr. Billikopf was 
going through the building he saw the crowd set upon the Jewish vendors, 
upset their booths, and steal their wares. He was followed by a mob of these 
unfortunate people who pleaded with bim (he was in an American uniform) to 
help them to intercede on their behalf with the authorities. Mr. Billikopf was 
accompanied by one of the leading Jewish citizens who explained to him that 
his sort of thing occurred frequently, that appeals to the commandant could 
not bs effective because the commandant was inaccessible. We had been told 
the same thing in Lemberg a week before ; namely, that appeals to the authori- 
ties for protection against mob violence were useless. Late Tuesday night while 
returning from the meeting of the Budget Committee of the Kehilla, where the 
monthly budget which the Joint Distribution Committee would cover was 
finally fixed, Mr. Billikopf was walking along towards his hotel with a 
Mr. Finkelstein when he suddenly heard some groans and sobs issuing from a 
side street. On further investigation he discovered

DR. NORDAU'S SEVENTIETH BIRTHDAY. 
COMMEMORATION MEETING IN THE EAST END.

Admission will be free, 
and it is hoped (the Secretary of the English Zionist Federation writes to us) 
that London Jews will turn up in large numbers, in order to pay a tribute to 
the man who stood at the head of the Jewish National Movement together with 
its creator, Dr. Theodor Herz]. 


THE SYRIAN PROBLEM. 


THE JEW'S MORAL CLAIM TO PALESTINE.. 


The Times of Saturday last, in the course of a leading article, observed :—~ 

How serious are the difficulties inherent in the Syrian problem can 
hardly be understood by those who limit their attention to its Franco- British 
and Christian-Mussulman aspects, Almost, if not quite, as important is 
its Jewish aspect. The Zionist movement, with its ideal of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine, is a fact and a force that cannot be gainsaid. 
Its ramifications are world-wide, and the effects of any failcre to deal justly 
with it would speedily be felt in every civilised community. The British 
Government stand pledged to favour the establishment of a Jewish National 
Home in Palestine. From that pledge they cannot and should not recede. 

We are aware of the attitude of the Arab fellaheen of Palestine towards 
the Zionists. but, ia our view, when due provision has been made to safe- 
guard the liberties of these estimable tillers of the soil, Jewish claims come 
first both in order of time and of cogency. A real difficulty, we suspect, 
lies in the failure of the French Government hitherto adequately to appre- 
ciate the significance and the potentiality of the Zionist movement. This 
difficulty can be overcome by good will on the part of French statesmen 
and of the Zionist leaders. Whether the mandate for Palestine be British 
or French, an understanding between France and the Zionists is as essential 
as au understanding between France and Prince Feisal. And it should 
be the business of the British Government to promote both, 


WILL THE JEWS GO? 


Mr, Crawfurd Price in the Sunday Times referred in the last issue of that 
paper to the obligations in respect to Palestine of the Powers to the Jewish 
people. 

A further complication of the Syrian question [he says) had been added 
by our engagement to found an international Jewish State in Palestine. 
This scheme has not been universally welcomed, but the importance of its 
backers was not to be ignored. I bave yet to meet the Jew who has any 
intention to settle in the Promised Land himself, though one and all seem 
anxious enough that their coreligionists should proceed there at an early 
opportunity. There are also evidences that some sections of French 
diplomacy regard the suggested inauguration with disfavour. And, though 
I bave no authoritative information to go upon, I can well imagine that 
Feisal, on his part, derives little satisfaction from the prospect. Yet we 
have committed ourselves deeply in this particular connection, and our 
engagements have a distinct bearing upon the Syrian problem. 

We can only say that Mr, Crawfurd Price's acquaintanceship with Jews must 
be extremely limited and “select” if he has never come across Jews who would 
be willing to settle in Palestine if it became a Jewish State. He had best ask 
Dr. Weizmann, whose one fear appears to be of the rush of Jews there will be 
for the land when the Powers redeem the promise of the Balfour Declaration.— 
Jewish World,

MR. AND MRS. SIEFF’S DEPARTURE FOR 
PALESTINE. 


[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. ] 


Under the auspices of the Grand Council of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans 
and the Manchester Zionist Central Council, a reception was given at the 
Midland Hotel to Mr. and Mrs. I. M. Sieff, on the occasion of their departure 
for Palestine. Mr. J. Jacobs, President of the Manchester Zionist Central 
Council, presided over a large and representative gathering. 

Drs. B. Saul and P. I. Wigoder, Councillor S. Finburgh, Messrs. I. Irgang, 
NW. I. Adler, N. Robinson, Henry Cohen, I, Wassilevsky, L. Locker, A. 
Sugarman, I. Sunlight, J. Leon and L. Boyars, who spoke on behalf of their 
respective synagogues and institutions, testified to the valuable services rendered 
to the Jewish National Cause by Mr. and Mrs. I. M. Sieff, and wished them a 
safe journey and a successful issue of their undertaking. 

Mr. IsraEL M. SIeEFrr, who in rising to respond was well received, 
thanked the gathering for their kind references to himself and Mrs. Sieff. He 
explained the reasons which prompted him to join the Zionist Movement, and 
he was gratified to learn that his humble services were appreciated. He 
dealt with the present position of the Movement and the work that 
confronted it in Palestine. The Jewish people, he said, had cause to be proud 
of such leaders as Dr. Weizmann, Mr. N. Sokolow, and Justice Brandeis, wha 
had given their services to the Jewish Nation. He was convinced, despite all 
obstacles, that their cause, which~they all had at heart, would triumph. 
Referring to the criticism in the JEWisH CHRONICLE, he said that, being 
convinced it was prompted by sincere and honest motives, he 
considered such criticism helpful, but he could not say the same of other 
critics. He dealt at length with the difficult and complex problems which 
confronted the Zionist leaders, in Europe and in Palestine. The most important 
questions which were engaging the attention of the experts were, the question 
of immigration, and the irrigation of the soil of Palestine. In conclusion, he 
maintained his faith in the famous Declaration made by Mr. Balfour, and felt 
sure that; as soon as the mandate would be entrusted to the British Government, 
they would be able to undertake the development of Palestine into a Jewish 
Land. 

Mrs. SIEFF, with deep emotion, briefly thanked the various speakers for 
their kind references to her work and activities in the Movement, 

The proceedings terminated with the singing of Hatikvah, 


FURTHER GIFTS BY MR. JACOB SCHIFF. 
Mr. Jacob H. Schiff has recently given two donations totalling 35,000 dols. 
to the Palestine Restoration Fund; 25,000 dols. toward the school budget of 
the Restoration Fund, and 10,000 dols, for the American Zionist Medical Unit 
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which is operating in Palestine. These gifts bring up the total of Mr. Schiff's 
contributions, since January, 1918, to Zionist work in Palestine to 85.000 
dols., including 25,000 dols. to the Restoration Fund and 25,000 dols. for the 
purchase of shares in the Jewish Colonial Trust which he has presented for 
the purposes of the Hebrew University. 


WORK OF ZIONIST MEDICAL UNIT, 


PLEASING TRIBUTE. 


_Dr. Krimsky, of the American Zionist Medical Unit, has received from 
Major-General Sir A. W. Money, Chief Administrator in South Palestine, a 
letter in reference to the work he has done at Beersheba. Dr. Krimsky also 
received from the Bedouin Chiefs at Beersheba a silver inlaid coffee service, 
with the inscription : “To him who restores vision.'' The following is General 
Sir A. W. Money's letter :— 


JERUSALEM, 25th July, 1919. 

DEAR MR. Krimsky,—On your departure from Palestine I wish to thank 
you on behalf of this Administration for the valuable ophthalmic work which 
you bave accomplished at Beersheba. By operation and by curative treatment 
you have restored the sight of many persons actually blind, and saved the sight 
of a large number of others suffering from eye diseases. ~ 

I was very glad to have the opportunity of seeing you actually at work 
and of noting the appreciation of the Bedouin for the treatment given to them. 

Will you please convey to Miss Weiss, your assistant, my appreciation of 
ber valuable work. 

I trust the pastponement of your departure, which you so readily assented 
to in order to complete the work begun, will not have caused you or Miss 
Weiss any serious inconvenience. 


JERUSALEM LAND GIRLS. 

On February 4th last, 12 unemployed Jewish girls ranging in age between 14 
and 20, started to work in a garden in Jerusalem under the care of an instruc- 
tress, who had been trained at Kinnereth, the Jewish training farm for girls on 
Lake Galilee. They worked six hours a day, receiving 10s, a week as wages; 
the instructress was paid 4210s. Week by week the numbers increased, till 
within a month 60 girls were working, and another instructress, also from 
Kinnereth, was engaged to supervise them at the same rate of pay. Now, in 
the middle of July, there are still over 50 girls working. Besides the original 
garden they have four other tracts of land, of which they are allowed the use, rent 
free. These tracts were all stony, uncultivated wastes before, but they have been 
broken and dug, hoodraked and stoned by the.girls, until now they are flourish- 
ing market gardens. Tools were loaned by the American Red Cross, and given 
by the British Administration. Seels were procured—some as a gift by the 
American Red Cross, some were sent from England, and a few were purchased 
locally. Seed potatoes were obtained from Cyprus, through the British 
Administration, and despite the fact that most local producers say they will 
not grow satisfactorily in Jerusalem, a most successful crop was obtained, which 
was sold at quite a good price. The potatoes were much appreciated by all 
who bought them. ®uantities of beans, peas, marrows, onions, lettuces, leeks, 
beetroots, cabbages, etc., were also sold, all of which have given great satisfac- 
tion to the purchasers. 

Specimens of nearly all the local wild flowers were collected and dried in 
the spring, with the hope of selling them later to tourists. Lately, a nursery 
garden of young trees and plants bas been taken over, and it is hoped that it 
will develop extensively and become a really profitable concern. Many 
thousands of trees will be needed for planting on the barren hills of Judea, and 
they will all have to be grown locally by seed. The seeds are being collected 
and planted, and there are already many hundred seedlings. An attempt is 
being made to do the same with flowers, as in the beautifying of Jerusalem 
extensive flower gardens will play a big part. 

A number of private persons have employed or are employing the girls in 
their gardens, and paying them at the same rate of pay. 

All the original girls are still working, which is of great significance. This 
is due in a large measure to the personal interest taken in all the girls by their 
instructresses. They are urged to atiend evening classes to learn Hebrew, and 
on Saturday afternoon they gather together in a kind of club for social inter- 
course and friendship. Every day fresh girls flock to the gardens begging to be 
employed. Many are orphans, and they hope ultimately to find work and a 
pleasant life in the agricultural colonies. 

The Zionist Commission has from the beginning helped and subsidised 
this undertaking, which bas also won the sympathies of the public. There is 
no reason now why all the waste places of Jerusalem, as far as the still 
inadequate water supply permits, should not be turned into allotments and 
market gardens, thus changing the suburbs of the Holy City from a scene of 
desolating poverty and neglect into one of fertility and prosperity.—Zionist 
Bulletin.

The Zionist Organisation has decided to renew the publication of its 
Hebrew organ, Haolam. The newspaper was first published in Cologne. 
From there it was transferred to Vilna, and subsequently to Odessa. It was 
suspended at the beginning of the war. 

The editor of the new Jiaolam will be Mr. A. Idelson, the former editor 
of the Russian Zionist organ, the Razsviet. The Editorial Council will consist 
of Mr. N. Sokolow, Dr. Shmarya Levin, Mr, H. Zlatopolsky, and Mr. Leon Simon, 
The Secretary of the editorial office will be Mr. S. Goldenberg, a well-known 
Hebrew and Yiddish journalist, who has contributed largely to the American 
Jewish Press.

Syria, an integral Arabia, and a Jewish Palestine, similarly regulated under the 
League of Nations, would secure these for each and all. When the Allied 
British and French with the Syrians, Arabs, and Jews, realise -vho they are 


that wish to promote discord, they will the more readily work togetherin 
harmony.”

MIZRACHI ASPIRATIONS. 


From Mr. LAZARUS COHEN, Bank Chambers, 130,

Sir,—In his article on ‘' Dr. Weizmann's Zionist Policy '' which appeared 
in the issue of your journal of the 5th inst., ‘A Jewish Nationalist’ sums up 
the Mizrachi aspirations by stating, in effect, that it looks forward only to the 
establishment of a religious centre in Eretz Israel, ‘‘the one spot on earth 
where the Jewish religion can flourish ; where the ancient rites and ceremonies 
could be maintained and even obsolete ceremonials revived.'’ 

Allow me, Sir, to correct your contributor’s statement by outlining in brief 
what the Mizrachi does look forward to and does strivetorealise. Its aims are 
the aims of Zionism in its truest interpretation, and it declares that the only 
solution to the Jewish problem in all its phases, spiritual, cultural, and social, 
se establishment in Eretz Israel of a centre of Jewish Life with a political 

is. 

The Mizrachi, however, places Jewish nationalism on a higher plane than 
the nationalism of any other nation. It maintains that the Jewish religion and 
traditions are inseparable from the Jewish national soul, and therefore urges 
that the Jewish State should be. governed in accordance with traditional law; 
that the Sabbath and Festival days should be regarded as the official resting 
days in the land; that the organisation of the court system should be in 
accordance with the procedure of Jewish law, and that similar steps should 
be taken. 

What does your contributor mean when he states that the Mizrachi intends 
to revive “obsolete ceremonials’'? If heintends to imply that it wishes 
to institute capital punishment for religious offences, or revive sacrifices, allow 
me to state that the re-institution of such laws is at present prohibited accord- 
ing to Din.”’ 

There is nothing reactionary about the Mizrachi. It is as modern in its 
methods as any other Jewish organisation, and its conception of the “revival ” 
is wider than that of the secular nationalists. 

The author of the famous Balfour Declaration, in his foreword to 
Volume I. of Mr. Sokolow's “ History of Zionism,” adopts what seems to mc 
the standpoint of the Mizrachi when he writes: 

None suggest that we should plant Buddhist colonies in India, the anctent home 
of Buddhism, or renew in favour of Christendom the crusading adventures of our 
medieva! ancestors. Yet, if this be wisdom when dealing with Buddhism and 


Christianity, why, it may be asked, is it not also wisdom when dealing with Judaism 
and the Jews ? 


The answer is that the cases are not parallel. The position of the Jews is unique. 
For them race, religion, and country are inter-related as they are i» ter-related in the 
case of no other race, no other religion, and no other country on earth, 


The Mizrachi therefore desires not a restricted nationalism, but a Jewish 
Nationalism which is Jewish in every sense of the word.

Palestine Exploration. 


MEETINGS OF ORIENTALISTS. 


The Orientalists who have been meeting in London at joint sessions of the 
Roya! Asiatic Society and kindred European bodies have occupied themselves 
largely with Palestine exploration in the new conditions opened up in that 
country and in Asia Minor. 

At the meeting yesterday week, HAnHAM Dr. M. GASTER protested against 
the removal of any antiquities found in Palestine to Europe or America, saying 
that whatever was in the soil was sacred, and ought to be treated with reverence. 
He suggested that from Asia Minor as well no antiquities should be transhipped, 
that local museums should be established, and that an international committee 
of experts shanld have authority to recommend to the Mandatory Powers 
separate areas within which approved societies alone should bave powers to 
excavate, 

The proposal to forbid removal absolutely divided the congress, a 
delegate pointing out that the desire of donors whose generosity made 
archaeological excavation possible was that objects should be brought to 
their country for the education of their fellow-citizens. Things were 
not safe in the East. Egyptian tombs discovered by Professor Petrie fifteen 
years »go had since disappeared, “lock, stock, and barrel.” Mr. Naville told of 
the opening up of atemple in Egypt in which was a very fine sculpture of the 
goddess Hathor, and native soldiers were placed round to keep off plunderers. 
The cordon was one night absent, and on questioning the corporal he learnt 
that rain came on, and as they were responsib’e to the Government for their 
uniforms the soldiers took sheiter—while thieves were suspected of taking other 
things. 

Professor GARSTANG, who is going out to take charge of the British School 
of Archzeology in Jerusalem, said that Americans and British had arranged to 
work together in Palestine, so there would be no overlapping, and jealousies 
would be avoided. The French might decide to start an independent school, 
but the same offer of co-operation in work would be extended to them, and it 
was hoped that Italy, too, might come in at the start. The present proposals 
aimed at intimate collaboration between the nations. It was suggested that 
there should be a Keeper of the Monuments for the areas of the East under 
Mandatory Powers, who should bean age:.t of the Allies, and whose acts would 
be controlled by an international archeological council. 

At Friday's sitting, Mr. CLERMONT-GANNEAU described a Jewish mosaic 
inscript on of the fourth or fifth century, which bombardment by the British 
guns near the Mount of Temptation, Jericho, had brought to light. It invited 
Jews to keep up their worship and to give generous contributions, without

THE JEWISH COMMUNAL SCHEME. 
What of the Chazan?” 


From Mr. D. M. DAVIS, 345, High Road, W. 4, 
(To THe Epiror.) 
Sir,—In the JewisuH Curonicre of 8th August your correspondent, 
"M.M.,” states that under the scheme no provision appears to have been mad® 
for the training of chazanim. This is really a more important matter than 


perhaps appears on the surface, but I think I may safely state that the average 
congregant never gives itathought. However, if chazanuth is to live, it will 
be essential that its exponents should be properly trained. Jewish congrega- 
tions of the future in the British Empire will consist mainly of British, instead 
of as hitherto continental born, worshippers, with consequently a different 
standard as to what worship music and its method of exposition should be. 
At present we have in most instances a brilliant voice, with but little or no 
training, and a style based on old fashioned opera. This will not satisfy our 
congregants of the future. Going to synagogue “to hear what the chazan 
will do” (although now almost obsolete) is hardly worship. It entirely places 
the chazan, who knows what is expected of him, in’the position of going 
through a performance instead of a service, and affords opportunity for vocal 
exaggerations often totally at variance with the text or spirit of the prayer. I 
am in no sense writing personally. In my long career of over forty-one years’ 
synagogue duty I have met officially numerous chasanim, without exception 
most agreeable personalities. 

It is the system, which the Great Communal Scheme should take in hand, 
that is at fault. Of late years particularly, I have frequently heard remarks as 
to over elaboration of chazanuth, and I have been asked if there is no possi- 
bility of modifying this, and thus making Divine Service more prayerful. I 
have always replied that it is evident that the due training of the chazanim of 
the future to render their officiating in a manner suitable to congregations of 
the future in the British Empire, should be part of the work of Jews’ College. 
But the training in chazanuth must be taken seriously~—as seriously as any 
other branch of study. Would it not be possible for students of the College, 
who, on expert advice, were found to possess suitable voices, to forego part of 
the full curriculum and in its place take up the study of chasanuth ? 
This subject would include voice-production and training, sight-reading 
of vocal music, elocution, enunciation, etc., and chuzanuth. Some 
instruction in piano or organ playing might also be desirable. The 
method of teaching should be on principles as modern as for any other 
subject. It must be a thorough training. The time has gone by for teaching 
“by ear” or other haphazard unsatisfactory plans which, by the way, in the 
past have frequently led to the corruption of some of our beautiful chasanuth. 
The college students may be presumed to be an intelligent body of men who, if 
desired to take upchazanuth, will require it to be taught as scientifically as any 
other branch of study. Considerable time would have to be allotted for both 
class-work and preparation. Musical taste generally is improving, and will 
doubiless continue to improve, and a cultured and artistic rendering of Divine 
Service will certainly be expected. But to teach or learn, text-books are 
necessary. Some months ago “The Children of the Ghetto’’ column in the 
JEWisH CHRONICLE suggested the introduction of chazanuth classes in 
Taimad Torahs and Religion Classes. 

On this, you were good enough to insert a letter of mine, stating that I have 
ready for press—as the result of many years’ pleasurab'e labour—a complete 
text-book of our Traditional Chazanuth for the whole year, based on the 
renderings of Ascher, Barnett, Green, Samuel, Haines, and other exponents 
of the London tradition—free from any undue elaboration and with absolute 
accuracy in the accents of the text. The book is unique in many respects 
which need not be entered into here, but it is the very thing required for the 
training of Anglo-Jewish chazanim for Anglo-Jewish congregations and for 
Talmad Torah classes—indeed, the “rough” training in ch zanuth should 
best commence at an early age, considerably before entering jews’ College. 

I also stated in my letter t at, having done al! the hard work, I did not feel 
justified in paying for printing and publication. An anonymous friend at once 
came forward and placed £100 at my disposal (as a mifsvah), and a few other 
friends have subscribed much smaller amounts: but although prior to the 
war the above sums would have been sufficient, at present an additional /2C0 
is necessary. I have done the work-as a labour of love and not for pecuniary 
profit. Returns from the sale of the book could be handed to those who pay 
for its publication or given to Jews’ College or some other institution. Inthe 
mterests of our Synagogue Service the book is absolutely necessary, and a few 
more public-spirited friends, with the solemnity and dignity of the synagogue 
service at heart, would soon enable the teaching of chazsanuth on modern 
lines and the production of efficient British-born chazanim to become an 
accomplished fact. 


Local Needs.

Sir,—I have followed with great interest the proposed scheme of changing 
the local of Jews’ College, as also the criticism upon it, and my intention in 
writing to you is neither to belittle the scheme nor to ridicule the criticism of it. 

ine problem before Anglo-Jewry is how to raise the status of Jews’ 
College and its ministry, and it is evident that for this purpose large sums of 
money will be needed. 

Assuming thata million pounds be subscribed and Jews’ College centred 
either in Oxford or Cambridge, would that in itself ensure a flow of studénts, 
from any station in hfe, ready to qualify for the ministry ? 

My contention is that the same drawbacks and difficulties will then present 
themselves as now, in attracting a sufficient number of students: not only 
because of the new environment, but also of the maintenance of such students 
away from their homes, and this is only one of the reasons why so few 
students are to be found at Jews’ College. I know of many cases of local young 
men who were debarred from leaving their homes, and consequently were 
obliged to qualify in other professions at the local University. 

Now, Sir, as an alternative, I suggest that, if in some of the existing 
Universities, as for instance London, Liverpool, Manchester, Birmingham, and 
Glasgow, a Chair for Hebrew Literature and Rabbinics were endowed, local 
undergraduates could then pursue their studies, and present themselves for 
their final examination at the parent Institution at Jews’ College, London, 
which should also be endowed as the permanent Jewish Peace. Memorial. 

Such a scheme, to my mind, would attract the right class of young Jewry, 
would save the Community the building and upkeep of a new Institution, and 
ensure a steady flow of aspirants into the noble profession. 


The Minister’s Status. 


From “ M.A,” (Oxon.) 
[To THE Eprror.] 
Sir,—The success of the Jewish War Memorial Scheme, in so far as it 
affects the Jewish Ministry, will not depend upon getting the money but upon 


getting the students, and I venture to predict that the time is not far distant 
when not a single aspirant for the ministry worth encouraging will be found in 
the length and breadth of the country. The promoters of the scheme may hope 
to attract candidates by the removal of Jews’ College to Oxford or Cambridge, 
but it is a vain delusion which they are cherishing. Men of character and 
ability will not find a profession attractive which offers a remuneration ordinarily 
despised by the skilled artisan, and which imparts a status not higher than that 
enjoyed by the other “ officials” of the synagogue. 

Mr. Robert Waley Coben, one of the prime movers in the scheme, is also 
a Vice-President of the United Synagogue, which has just declared a vacancy 
in one of its oldest constituent synagogues for the office of Minister, at a salary 
which is not more than that offered by some poor struggling provincial con- 
gregation. I presume he would welcome for this post the candidature of a man 
who had spent the best years of his life in acquiring the highest University and 
Rabbinical degrees, and all the more readily if the applicant had married a lady 
who could command the respect of his congregants. I presume, further, that, 
as a Vice-President of the United Synagogue, Mr. Cohen has given his sanction 
to the salary offered, and I ask whether be wants any further reasons to explain 
why the ablest men of the Community have always shuaned the Jewish 
ministry, and why some of the younger ministers have left (Mr, Cohen is aware 
of one such case, ‘o my knowledge), and others are contemplating leaving a pro- 
fession with so hopeless a fature. 

But bad as is the material position of the ministry, it is not the worst part 
of the business. The difficulty of inadequate remuneration could be solved by 
insisting that only men of independent means should become Jewish ministers, 
and I have no doubt that idealists like Mr, Robert Waley Cohen and Major 
Stern can find among their friends many men fitted to enter the ministry and 
able to dispense with all remuneration, Why then do not these men aspire to 
the ministry? The answer is perfectly simple—because it has no sfatus, 
because by becoming ministers these men of rank and wealth would lose caste. 
That, even more than the question of insufficient pay, is the crux of the 
problem. Give the minister status and you will have no need to call in the 
aid of those “ millions.” 

1 have therefore this suggestion to make to the Council of Jews’ College and 
to the promoters of the War Memorial Scheme. Abolish once and for all the 
nondescript title of Reverend which can be and is adopted at will by any man 
who dons the clerical collar, and invest every student who has passed the final 
qualifying examination of Jews’ College (known, I believe, as the Third 
Theological Examination) with the title of Rabbi, to correspond to that of 
Rabbin in France, Rabbi in America, and Rabbiner in Germany. Further, a 
higher title of Doctor of Rabbinics should be conferred on those who pass the 
examination qualifying for the Hatorath Haroah, which gives the right to 
decide questions of Jewish Law. By the use of the title Rabbi you would 
raise the status of the “Minister” in the Synagogue and in the eyes of the 
Community, and you would be giving an added dignity to the Hatorath Haroah 
by the conferment of the degree of Doctor. 

I am writing as one who has an intimate knowledge of the conditions of 
the Jewish Ministry, and I warn all those who have the future of Anglo-jewry 
at heart, that if the present conditions are not radically altered—and soon—no 
self-respecting man will dream of entering a profession which not only denies 
him adequate material return for the outlay of his energies, but which also 
denies bim that status, position, and influence that are the only consolations 
for many ills.

Sir,—It is to be regretted that the removal of Jews’ College to Oxford or 
Cambridge should be regarded as vital to the Jewish War Memoriai Scheme, 
This attitude is perhaps due to a Jack of understanding and appreciation of the 
activities of the College. 

When one reads insinuations that the students are imbued with German 
Kultur, it is evident that their author has never attended a lecture, when he 
would have found the opinions of Wellhausen, Daubm, Morti, Schurer, etc., 
being pulled to pieces. It is also evident that he does not know that the true 
Jewish view of any subject is always put with great emphasis before the 
students, and that the spirit and work of the Colieg: is thoroughly Jewish. 

The College has as its Principal one of the finest scholars of the present 
day, and he is ably sapported by professors devoted to their work. The 
College, as it is at present, can give the best possible training to any aspirant 
for the-.Jewish ministry, and all that it requires is the whole-hearted and 
unqualified support of the Community. 

Bat it might be argued that the student can receive the same training in 
Oxford or Cambridge. The Jewish minister, however, has to know not only bow 
the Jew did or should live, but how he does live, That cannot be learnt in 
Oxford ‘or Cambridge, but only in a town where there is a large Jewish 
community. 

Experience in Jewish communal life is of great value to a young minister, 
and it can only be obtained in London. This is especially felt by the student 
who comes from the provinces. Therefore, though the question of the local 
of Jews’ College is a detail in the Communal Scheme, taken as a whole, it is 
vital to the ministry that the seminary should be in London.

West Central Girls’ Club. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


» 


The annual report of the West Ceniral Jewish Girls’ Club and Imfistitute, 
Alfred Piace, Tottenham Court Road, shows that its activities have been fully 
maintained, and in some directions extended since the termination of the war. 
A summary states, infer alia: | 

The number of members on our books is 690, of whom 580 attend at least once a 
week, Our average evening a'tendance is 120. We give the girls the opportunity of 
studying the following subjects:—Commercial: Arithmetic, Lookkeeping. Short- 
hand; Domestic: Home Hygiene; Hand Work: Dressmaking, Millinery, Renova- 
tions, Smocking; Languages: English, French, Hebrew, German, Spanish; Art 
Subjects: Embroidery, Metal Work, Drawing, and Design; Literary: Literature, 
Elocution, Debating; Miscellaneous: Drilling, Singing, Theory of Music, 
Eurhythmics; Scripture; Bible and Religion. We earned this year from the Board 
of Education a grant of £87 7s. 6d. We have twelve girl workers, including the 
collector of weekly subscriptions, an assistant secretary. honorary secretary of the 
Dental Club, honorary secretaries of the Senior and Junior Guilds. teachers of Short- 
hand and Trade Classes, organiser of the Swimming Club, assistant librarians, and 
Secretary of the Guild of Silent Friends. We have organised an insurance branch of 
the Federation of Women Workers, and we have 370 girls insured through the Club, 
We have 117 girls in our Rambiers' Ciub; 171 depositors in our Bank; and we havea 
number of regular readers in our Library. Our Senior Guild numbers 239, and our 

unior Guild 98, The Guild of Silent Friends for mutual service has 117 members. 
he average attendance at our Sabbath Adult Class is 135, and at our Children’s 
Service, 40. We found work this year, through our Employment Bureau, for 183 
girls, including 51 apprentices, These girls represent 231 situations, as in several 
cases more than one place was ‘ound for an individual girl. We organised last year 
country holidays for 322 people, i.¢c., 201 children and 121 adults. We sent 146 
ople (42 children and 104 adulis) to Convalescent Homes, and are visiting 56 
definitely tubercu ous cases ard nine watched ones for the Board of Guardians and 
the Westminster Health Society. We gave away 1,148 Hospital Letters, We have 
also undertaken the Care Committee work among Jewish children for St. John's and 
St. Anne's Schoo!s. We have visited regularly since September 510 families in the 
district, besides those of Club members. We have organiseda Home Help Society, 
which includes 154 members, and we have helped 49 cases during the year. We have 
25 residents in the Emily Harris Home (controlled by a separate Committee), which, 
for financial reasons, has moved to a furnished house in Hampstead.

Yoyr two correspondents have written in no official capacity. The 
Association, which they vouch is alive, bas not been heard of for the last eighteen 
montbs. Furthermore, a few months ago an attempt was made (to secure their 
funds for a new society. Is this not sufficient evidence that the Association is 
defunct? ‘If we have adopted a name similar to that of the late Association 
your correspondents should fee] complimented, and in every way be prepared to 
CO-operate with us to make such an Association an unqualified success,

He therefore 
moved the following resolution, which was seconded by Mr. H. Stone, apd 
unanimously passed: “That a meeting be convened shortly of the Executives 
of the whole of the Congregations in Leeds to discuss the question of the 
appointment of a new minister.”

gregation, and Mrs. Herzog, on their departure for Dublin Mr. 
Herman Fox, Vice-President (in the unavoidable absence of the President, Sir 
Otto Jaffe, }.P., LL.D.), was in the Chair. The Chairman said that they had 
met to give expression to their mixed feelings, regret ata loss, by the departure 
of Dr. Herzog from Belfast, and pleasure that their Rabbi would have greater’ 
scope for his learning and attainments among the larger Community in Dublin. 
Mr. Fox asked Rabbi Dr. Herzog’s acceptance of an illuminated address, 
setting forth the appreciation of the congregants of their minister's work. 

Mr. W.I. Aronstam, Hon. Secretary, read the address, which states in 
part 

During the three years that you have ministered to our congregation, the first 
entrusted to your spiritual care, we have all learnt to love you and respect you, 
Your very distinguished University, your exceptional rabbinical, knowledge, and your 
wide range of general learning made us proud of possessing you as our Rabbi 


and Minister, while your uprightness and modesty and unceasing work for the poor 
bound us to you by ties of strong affection. 

We recognised with great appreciation your firm attachment to Jewish ideals and 
aspirations, and the spirited energy and whole hearted enthusiasm with which you 
advocated the cause of Zionism, now happily brought within the ambit of realisation. 

Not without the greatest reluctance have we bowed to your decision and accepted 
your resignation, but we fully recognise that among the Dublin Jewish Congregation 
you will have larger scope for your ministrations and tor Jewish work and interests 
generally. 


We ask your kind acceptance of the accompanying gift as an earnest of the deep 
and sincere appreciation by the Community of your labours on its behalf, and of the 
love and esteem in which you are held by your congregants. 

Mr. Joseph Harwitz (an ex-Vice-President) presented Rabbi Herzog witha 
valuable and rare set of Rabbinical works. Mr. P. Eban, Chairman of the 
Jewish National Fund Commission for Belfast, presented a certificate of an 
inscription of the name of Rabbi and Mrs. Herzog’s son in the Golden Book of 
the Jewish National Fund, in appreciation of Rabbi Herzog’s work on behalf 
of the Zionist cause in Belfast. Mr. J. Vilensky, Headmaster of the Beth 
Hasepher, eulogised Dr. Herzog's Rabbinical knowledge, and described him as 
one of the greatest authorities on Kabbinics in Europe. Messrs. J. Berwitz, 
L. Berwitz, M. Goldring, B. Cohen, H. Sergai, D. Levinson, H. Ayon, 
H. Spiro; R. Segal, M. Goldblatt, B.Sc., J. Isaacson (Dublin), K. Berman, 
and the Hon. Secretary also spoke. All referred to Dr. Herzog's brilliant 
sermons and his excellent communal work, expressed their regret at his departure, 
and hoped that he would, at no very distant date, find himself in a high and 
authoritative position in Palestine, 

Dr. Herzog, in his reply, said that he was extremely sorry he had to part 
with the Belfast Community. Reference had been made to the fact that 
Belfast was the first congregation entrusted to his spiritual charge. He had 
benefited by his experience there. He bad been struck by the fact that the 
Jewish Community in Belfast constituted a unity, and unlike other Anglo-Jewish 
Communities was not divided into an English and a foreign section, Unity 
and Peace were extolled in Scripture and tradition above all virtues. 
Jews of various types there were in the Community, and from each 
and everyone he bad learnt a lesson. He was fully conscious of his short- 
comings, He held that no man, however gifted and learned, was-too great as 
a minister for even the smallest Hebrew congregation, for every Kehillah repre- 
sented Israel in microcosm. He asked them to accept the expression of the 
sentiments of deep affection and sincere regard he entertained for the Belfast 
Community, sentiments which had been greatly intensified by the enthusiasm 
evinced on all sides in the endeavour to retain his services. He asked them toa 
accept his solemn assurance that wherever he might be he would, please God, 
always be prepared to respond readily to any invitation to serve the community 
of Belfast in his rabbinical and ministerial capacities. 

Last Sunday, in accordance with the wish of her late husband, Mrs. M. 
Myers presented the congregation with a scroll of Nebihim. Rabbi Dr. Herzog 
accepted the gift on behalf of the congregation, Mr. H. Fox, the Vice-President, 
presided at a luncheon given by Mrs. Myers, at the Jaffé Schools, in celebration 
of the event.

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What of the destruction and losses brought about by the war: what of the 
after effects of it which made themselves felt in the form of the dearness of 
food and unemployment; and what of the sudden relief from the nervous 
tension of prolonged warfare? All these causes combined brought it about 
that deep despondency and spiritual lassitude, bordering on godlessness, took 
hold of the mind and spirit of Israel. In these times, Israel had still more 
reason to be despondent because of the harrowing news of the martyrdom of 
our coreligionists abroad; because of the delay in the establishment of a 
National Home for the Jewish People in Palestine ; and because of the fact 
that even in these blessed isles there are people who endeavour to belittle the 
great services the Jews of this country rendered to Great Britain during the 
war both by their best brains and by the flower of their youth. Following the 
example of the prophet, the preacher urged his congregants not to lose hope. He 
advised them to corfsider the fact that the three great principles on which 
Judaism is based, namely, justice, truth, and peace, are beginuing to be appre- 
ciated by the world at large. On Sabbath last, the rev. gentleman, in the course 
of hissermon, accorded to a newly-married couple, Mr. D. Cirelstein and Mrs. 
F. Cirelsiein (the latter the daughter of the Rev. and Mrs. L. Klein) a hearty 
welcome to the Congregation.

JEWISH THEOLOGY.* 
By tHe Rev. S. LEVY, M.A. 


[Part Il 


IV.—BEAUTY. 


€ 8. In Judaism, the cult of Beauty was considerably limited by the pro. 
hibition against idolatry. “Thou shalt not make unto thee a graven imaye. 
nor any manner of likeness, of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is \» 
the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth; thou shalt not bo. 
down unto them nor serve them ” (Exodus xx, 4). Nevertheless it cannot be 
admitted without challenge that the attitude of Judaism towards Art has been 
almost en irely negative. Aptitade for constraoction is regarded as a divine 
gift, and Bezalel is described as having been “filled with the spirit of God, in 
wisdom, in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all manner of workman. 
ship” (Exodus xxxv., 31). “Them hath He filled with wisdom of heart, : 
work all manner of workmanship, of the craftsman, and of the skilful workman, 
and of the weaver in colours” (ibid v., 35). 

The vocabulary of the Hebrew language is rich in different terms to 
indicate various nuances in the interpretation of standards and types of beauty, 
whether it be in application to form or appearance, physical attractiveness. 
personal charm or spiritual grace. “And out of the ground made the Lord 
God to grow every tree that is pleasant to the sight” (Genesis ii., 9). Reference 
is frequently made in the B ble to the beauty of various individuals, e ¢., Sarah 
(Genesis xii., 11), Rebeka, ibid xxiv., 16), Rachel (ibid xxix., 17), Joseph 
(ibid xxxix., 6), Saul (1 Samuel ix., 2), David (ibid xvi,, 12), Absalom 
(2 Samuel xiv., 25, 26), and Esther (Esther ii, 7,17). In Ezekiel xxiii., : 
Oholah is rebuked for yielding to “handsome young men.” The city of God 
is “fair in situation, the joy of the whole earth ” (Psalm xlviii., 3). “Mark ye 
well her ramparts, traverse her palaces; that ye may tell it to a later 
generation ” (ibid v., 14). ; 

The beauty of the Greek language is admired (Megillah, 9b). The artistic 
temperament is betrayed in the metaphors and similes of the Bible, e.g., in the 
praise of the virtuous woman (Proverbs, xxxi., 10-31), in the love idyll of the 
Song of Songs, and in many other poetical portions of the Bible. See C. G. 
Montefiore, “A Tentative Catalogue of Biblical Metaphors,” Jewish Quarterly 
Review iii., 623-681.+ 

“The Holy One, blessed be He, consulted the Torah as one would look 
to an artist for a design before he carried His plan of Creation into execution " 
(Tanchuma to Genesis, i., 1; ed Buber, p. 4). “ Rav Jehuda said in the name 
of Rab, Bezalel knew how to arrange the letters of the alphabet with which 
heaven and earth were created, for.it is written in one passage, And He hath 
filled him with the spirit of God, in wisdom, in understanding, and in knowledge 
(Exodus, xxxv., 31), and it is written in another passage, The Lord by wisdom 
founded the earth; by understanding He established the heavens” (Proverbs 
iii., 19) | Berachot, 55a}. Everything connected with the Temple was marked 
by the attribute of “ Yedid,” t.e., “lovely” or “ beloved.” Solomon, who was 
named Jedidiah, “ Beloved of the Lord” (2 Samuel, xii., 25), built the Temple, 
referred to as “ lovely ” (Psaim Ixxxiv., 2), and situated in the lot of Benjamin, 
“the beloved of the Lord ” (Deut. xxxiii., 12), in honour of God, who is “ well- 
beloved” (Isaiah v., 1), in order that the sins of Israel, “the dearly beloved of 
my soul” (Jeremiah xii., 7), might be forgiven” (Menachot, 53 a, b). 

On the one hand, in making an appeal to the «sthetic sense, Jewish 
thought adds to an appreciation of beauty the impress of a religious or moral 
duty. “This is my God, and I will glorify him (Exodus. xv. 2). Rabbi 
Ishmael said, Is it then possible for man to glorify his Maker? Butthe passage 
teaches, I will beautify myself in the performance of precepts. I will have a 
beautiful Lulab, a beautiful Succah, beautiful Tsitsis, and beautiful Tefillin ” 
(Mechilta ad loc., ed. Friedmann, 37a). Hillel taught, “As in a theatre and 
circus the statues of the king must be kept clean by him to whom they have 
been entrusted, so the purity of the body is a duty of man. who has been 
created in the image of the Almighty King of the Universe” (Leviticus Rabbah, 
xxxiv., $3). It is interesting to note that according to the concrete meaning of 
the root, the abstract injunction, “ Correct thyself first, then correct others ” 
(Sanhedrin 18a) should be rendered, “First beautify thyself, then beautify 
others.” 

On the other hand, the Jewish attitude towards art was guarded because 
of the desire to prevent Religion developing into a mere emotion at the expense 
of the acknowledgment of. Unity and the practice of Goodness. “Why was 
David punished [in the death of Uzzah, who took hold of the ark of God, when 
the oxen stumbled, 2 Samuel, vi, 6,7! ? Because he called the words of the 
Torah ‘songs,’ as it is said, Thy statutes have been my songs in the house of 
my pilgrimage (Psalm cxix, 54). .... It is written, But unto the sons of 
Kohath he gave no wagons, because the service of the holy things belonged 
unto them ; they bore them upon their shoulders (Numbers, vii, 9). But David 
placed the ark of God upon a wagon” (2 Samuel, vi, 3). Therefore he was 
punished in the death of Uzzah (Sota, 35a). 

“One should never allow an impure word to issue from his lips, for the 
Torah employed a circumlocution in order to refrain from using an impure 
word, as it is said, Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are not clean” (Genesis, 
vii., 8) [Pesachim, 3a}. n the beauty of good conduct and the avoidance of 
evil deeds, see also Sabbath 33 a, and Yoma 86 a. 

Thus, while Beauty may be the criterion of value in the sphere of Feeling 
or Emotion, in Judaism appreciation of concrete or physical beauty received far 
less insistence than the cult of abstract or moral beauty. Art was to be the 
handmaid of Religion, not its mistress. The Holiness of Beauty was not to be 
the test of Feeling at the expense of the Beauty of Holiness. Keligious duty 
and moral behaviour were to be beautified, it is true, but they had to be 
hallowed by the touch of Righteousness. It isin this way that we are led to 
make the transition to the third and final division of Jewish Theology, viz. : 
Goodness as the criterion of the value of Action. 


V.—GOODNESS. 


§ 9, (a) We have already seen, § 6 (c), that Abraham was the first to seize 
the doctrine of Unity as a fundamental principle in a scheme of Hebrew 
Theology. But it is of the greatest significance to note that the reason 
assigned for the choice of Abraham to be the founder of his people was his love 
and practice of Righteousness. “For I have known him, to the end that he 
may command his children and his household after him, that they may keep 
the way of the Lord, to do righteousness and justice; to the end that the Lord 
may bring upon Abrabam that which He hath spoken of him” (Genesis xvii'.. 
21). Each nation has its peculiar gift, and Israel had a special aptitude for 
morality which enabled him joyfully to accept the privilege and the respons'- 
bility of regarding Goodness, Righteousness, or Holiness, as the basis of life. 
“The Holy One, blessed be He, revealed Himself to the sons of Esau, the 
wicked, and said unto them, Will ye receive my Law? They said unto Him,

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What is written init? He said unto them, Thou shalt not kill. They said 
unto Him, But killing is the heritage our father bequeathed unto us, as it is 
said, And by thy sword shalt thou live (Genesis xxvii., 40). God then revealed 
Himself to the sons of Ammon and Moab, and said unto them, WII ye receive 
My Law? They said unto Him, What is written in it? God answered them, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery. They said, We are the descendants of 
incest, how can we accept it? God then revealed Himself to the sons of 
Ishmael, and said unto them, Will ye receive My Law? They said unto Him, 
What is written init? He said unto them, Thou shalt not steal. They said 
unto Him, Bat this is the blessing with which our father was blessed, as it is 
written, His hand shall be against every man (Genesis xvi., 12). But when God 
came to Israel, At His right hand was a fiery law unto them (Deut. xxxiii., 2), 
they all opened their mouths and said, All that the Lord hath spoken will we do, 
and obey” (Exodus xxiv., 7) [Mechilta to Exodus xx., 2, ed. Friedmann, p.67a}. 
The point of the legend is that Esau, Ammon, Moab, and Ishmael are not repre- 
sented as having refused to give intellectual assent to the doctrine of Unity, or 
having declined to refrain from idolatry as an outward expression of the principle 
of Beauty, Itis the moral portions, not the religious portions of the Decalogue, 
which they reject. It is precisely this duty of righteousness in conduct, 
practical morality, or Goodness, which Israel is the first people to accept without 
hesitation or question (Exodus xix,, 8, xxiv., 3, 7). “ Whoever possesses no 
sense of shame and chastity, of him it is certain that his ancestors did not stand 
at Sinai” (Nedarim 20a; Kohler, p. 347). 

(b) In Jewish theology, Goodness is regarded as the expression of the 
Divine Will. “ He bath showed thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God?” (Micah vi., 8). “ For the Lord is righteous, He loveth 
righteouness; the upright shall behold His face” (Psalm xi., 7). 

(c) The incentive to human righteousness is imitation of the Divine Ideal, 
“Sanctify yourselves therefore, and be ye holy; for I am holy” (Leviticus 
xi, 44). “Ye shall be holy; for I the Lord your God am holy” (ibid xix., 2). 
“To love the Lord your God, to walk in all His ways, and tocleave unto Him” 
(Deut. xi., 22). 

“ Abba Saul said, Be like unto God. As He is gracious and merciful, so 
be thou gracious and merciful ” (Sabbath 133b). 

“ After the Lord your God shall ye walk (Deut. xiii., 5), Is it then possible 
for man to walk after the Divine Presence? Has it not already been said, For 
the Lord thy God is a consuming fire (Deut. iv., 24)? But the meaning is, 
Imitate the ways of the Holy One, blessed be He. Just as He clothes the 
naked (Genesis iii., 21); so do thou clothe the naked: just as He visits the 
sick (ibid xviii., 1), so do thou tend the sick; just as He comforts the mourner 
(ibid xxv. ii.), so do thou comfort the mourner; just as He buries the dead; 
(Deut. xxxiv., 6), so de thou bury the dead ” (Sota 14a). 

(d) Conduct is the dominant criterion of the validity of religion. 


*“ And ye shall not profane My Holy Name; but I will be hallowed among 
the children of Israel: Iam the Lord who hallow you ” (Leviticus xxii., 32). 

“Justice, justice shalt thou follow.” Deut. xvi., 20.) “ Thou shalt be 
whole-hearted with the Lord thy God ” (ibid xviii,, 13). 

“Ye are My witnesses, saith the Lord, and I am God ™ (Isaiah xliii., 12). 
“ Be ye clean, ye that bear the vessels of the Lord ” (ibid lii., 11). “ Lord, 
who shall sojourn in Thy tabernacle? Who shall dwell upon Thy holy 
mountain? . He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness, and 
speaketh truth in his heart ” (Psalm xv., 1-2). [ef. Psalm xxiv., 3 4). 

“Ye are the children of the Lord your God” (Deut, xiv., 1). “ Ye are 
only the children of the Lord your God when ye show the obedience of 
children ” (Kiddushin, 36a). “Ye are My witnesses, saith the Lord, and I 
am God (Isaiah xliii, 12). Rabbi Simeon ben Jobai said, If ye are My wit- 
nesses, then I am the Lord; but if ye are not Mv witnesses, I cease to be, if 
that were possible, the Lord” (Pesichta, 102 b). 

(e) The appeal for human righteousness rests on the assumption of the 
Moral Government of the Universe. 

“ God's in His Heaven, 
All's right with the world.” 

“That be far from Thee to do after this manner, to slay the righteous with 
the wicked : and that the righteous should be as the wicked; that be far from 
Thee: shall not the Judge of all the earth do justly?” (Genesis xviii., 25). 
“The Rock, His work is perfect; for all His ways are justice; a God of faith- 
fulness and without iniquity, just and right is He” (Deut. xxxii., 4). “Thy 
righteousness is like the mighty mountains; Thy judgments are like the great 
deep " (Psalm xxxvi., 7). “ Righteousness and justice are the foundation of 
Thy throne” (Psalm Ixxxix., 15). 

“And God saw everything that He had made, and, behold, it was very 
good (Genesis i., 31). Abbahu said, From this verse we learn that the Holy 
One, blessed be He, created world after world, and destroyed them, until He 
created this. world. He said, The other worlds pleased me not; this world 
pleases me” (Genesis Rabbah ix., § 2). From the same verse, “ Behold, it was 
very good,” Rabbi Meir inferred, “ Death, too, is good ” (Genesis Rabbah ix , § 5). 
“A God of faithfulness (Deut. xxxii., 4). God had faith in the world, therefore 
He created it” (Sifre, § 307, ed. Friedmann 132b). “ Whatsoever the All- 
Merciful doeth, he doeth for good” (Berachot, 60b.).

NEW SUTRO PLAY. 

An enthusiastic reception was given to Mr. Alfred Sutro’s new play, “The 
Choice,” which was performed for the first time at Wyndham's Theatre this week, 
One of the characteristics which has helped us Jews as much as anything to 
survive the persecution and disabilities of centuries is that of being able to judge 
to a nicety the tastes and prejudices of the peoples among whom we dwell, 
This trait, when added to the remarkable dramatic experience and technical 
felicity of Mr. Sutro, has produced a play which seems destined 
to enjoy a long period of popularity. As though to make assur- 
ance doubly sure of success, the leading rile is taken by Mr. Gerald 
du Maurier, who in the part of a strong, silent man of iron, acts with such con- 
vincing force that it is not until after the play that one realises what an 
altogether unnatural and never-met-with character he is portraying. Miss 
Viola Tree, as Lady Clarissa, and Mr. Leon Quartermaine, as Bobby Dalmar, 
both give very natural interpretations of their parts, and Miss Compton seems 
thoroughly to enjoy the rile of Lady Jemima. I. 

Next week the autumn musical season may be said to commence, and from 
all accounts it promises to be one of considerable brilliance. 

To-morrow week sees the reappearance of the great soprano, Mme. 
Tetrazzini, at the Royal Albert Hal!. She will be associated with Mr. Frank 
Mullings, Miss Renée Cheret, and Mr. Pietro Cimara. 

The following afternoon, the Sunday Musical Union resume their concerts 
at the Queen's Hall, The New Queen's Hall Orchestra will be conducted by 
Sir Henry J. Wood, and for the opening concert, Mme. Lillian B’auvelt 
makes her re-appearance in England, and Mr. Benno Moiseiwitsch is solo pianist. 
The evening concerts will be resumed a fortnight later. 

The followers of Mr. Benno Moiseiwitsch attended in full force at the 
Queen's Hall Promenade Concert on Thursday week. His reading of the 
great B flat minor Pianoforte Concerto of Tchaikowsky was praiseworthy for 
its virility and nobility of expression.

On Wednesday night will be heard the first performance in England of 
Sinfonia Sacra, by Widor, for Organ and Orchestra. Dr. Stanley Marchant 
will play the organ, and Mme. Stralia and Mr. John Huntington are the 
singers.

A Jewish Field Club. 


From Dr. M. BURNSHAW, M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P. 
‘To THE EpiTor}. 


Sirk,—May I, relying on the interest of your esteemed paper in all phases 
of Jewish life, crave your indulgence in order to give publicity to a new 
departure which I trust will prove interesting to many of your readers, and may 
filla real want forsome. . 

The question, what is a Field Club, will best be ans ered by a sketch in 
brief outline of its activities during a meeting. Weassemb immediately after 
the luncheon hour at a railway’ terminus, and take train to some country station 
fifteen or twenty miles out. From here we start on a walk—previously mapped 
out—along country lanes and field-paths, skirting or traversing fields and woods, 
meadows and thickets, and mounting on to hills and commons. Whilst 
rambling along many things attract our at ention: trees, beautiful flowers, 
birds, or the nature of the cliffs. We have with us gentlemen and ladies who 
draw our attention to them, should we miss them ourselves, and exp'ain them 
tous. Oneis a botanist, the other may be able to point out a climbing bird, 
the third knows all about fishes and quadrupeds, while a fourth may answer us 
if we want to know the why and wherefore of the springs and rivers, the ponds 
and lakes, or why one stretch of earth is covered with rich corn, and the other 
with bracken and gorse. These gentlemen and ladies who are willing to talk 
about interesting things and fil the gaps in our knowledge, we-call our 
leaders. One of the party may pick up a_ curiously-shaped stone 
which proves to. be a _ flint implement, and this will lead to a 
conversation taking us back to pre-historic times and customs; another 
will perhaps in turn find a stone, which proves to be a fossil, and we shal! 
enquire from what layer of earth it came and whatextinct animal it represents, 
and this will lead us on to the history of the soil, the geology and physical 
features of the district. We shall spend the afternoon refreshed by the open 
air and enlivened by new ideas and new knowledge, in close contact with mature 
and \ts beauties and often standing on the threshold of its mysteries and deep 
problems. Meanwhile, the secretary will see to it that we do not stray too far 
from our route, as he- bas to bring us at the appointed hour to certain well-lad 
tables, much desired by the ladies of the party and not despised by the men. 
We take our tea together, either at some wayside place of refreshment, or if any 
of our Associates+ for so we term those friends who assist us with funds— 
happens to be the owner of a country bouse or the happy possessor of a fine 
park or a private natoral history collection, and he invites us betimes, we are 
not too proud to do him the honour of partaking—with great appetites —o! 
his tea and cakes. This is followed by the rest of the ramble to another 
station and home in the evening. 

You will see, Sir, that we propose to provide the youth of Stepney with 4 
much needed recreation, with a spice of the intellectual and social element 
added. Many of the young women and men are sadly in want of this in their 
verdureless houses and unattractive streets, where pleasure lies only past (!'c 
cinema porter in*gold braid. We want to bring the bright lad, the college 
student; the clerk, or shop assistant of the East End into touch with other 
people and other classes, and therefore I would welcome members, men oF 
women, from other’ parts of the town and otber walks of life. Welcome are 4!! 
those that have an interest in’ nature, although lacking perhaps in knowledge. 
but twice welcome are those that can bring us some practi al experienc, and 

_ for this-reason*1 appeal to’ botanists, zoolog sts, and other scientific workers, 
young and old, to give us their assistanee,
